RINGING SPEECH BY THURSTON. 


The Result Greeted with Applause. 
Teller Says the Administration is 
Cowardly—Fears for the House. 
Proceedings of That Body. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
WASHINGTON, May 20.—The long 
and exciting debate on the joint reso- 
lution recognizing a state. of war in 
Cuba, and declaring that strict neu- 
trality shall be maintained by the 
United States, passed the Senate by 
the decisive vote of 41 to 14, at a late 
hour this afternoon. The announce- 
ment of the vote was received with 
tumultuous applause, which drew from 


Senator Hawley. an emphatic protest 


ageinst “mob demonstration.” The 
resolution, as passed, is as follows: 
“Resolved, etc., that a condition of 
public war exists between the govern- 
ment of Spain and the government 
proclaimed and for some time main- 
tained by force of arms by the people 
of Cuba, and that the United States 
of America shall maintain a strict 


ties, according to each and all the 
rights of belligerency in the ports and 
the territory of the United States.” 
(The vote on the final passage of the 
resolution was as follows: ’

An analysis of the vote shows that 
‘the affirmative was cast by 18 Repub- 
licans, 19 Democrats and 4 oPpulists, 
and the negative by 12 Republicans 
and 2 Democrats. 

Prior to the final vote, thee motion 
of Senator Hale to refer the resolution 
to the Committee on Foreign Relations 
was tabled by yeas, 34; nays, 19. 

Mr. Fairbanks of Indiana proposed a 
substitute providing that the Presi- 
dent extend the good offices of the 
United States to Spain toward secur- 
ing an end to the conflict, and the ul- 
timate independence of the island. 
This, too, was tabled by yeas, 35; nays, 
15. Then followed the adoption of the 
original measure. 

The voting occurred after an excit- 
ing debate, participated in by Sena- 
tors Thurston of Nebraska, Elkins of 
West Virginia, White of California, 
Fairbanks of Indiana, Hale of Maine, 
Spooner of Wisconsin and Gorman of 
Maryland. 

Mr. Thurston, who presided over the 
Republican convention at St. Louis, 
recalled the stirring scene when the 
convention inserted a Cuban plank in 
the platform, and eclared that this 
resolution was in partial fulfillment of 
that pledge. 

- Messrs. Elkias and White urged a 
conservative course and an inquiry by 
a committee. 

Then came the first vote—that on 
the motio nof Mr. Haletorefer. It was 
a test, and a defeat on the motion as- 
sured the passage of the resolution. 
Mr. Fairbanks tried to stem the tide 
by offering a compromise proposition,

the same fate as te Hale motion. 

Mr. Hale came f*rward fcr ¢& final 
protest. He spoke with intense ear- 
nestness and feeling. and wirh a trace 
of bitterness in his w°rds. He ceclared 
that the elements ojposed to the oppo- 
sition—Democrats and Populist#--had 
furnished the bulk of the vote in favor 
of the resolution, and that the foreign 
policy of the administration was thus 
to be dictated by its opponents. He 
expressed the fear, also, that the reso- 
lution would lead to war witn Spain. 

Mr. Spooner added his protest against 
tying the hands of the administration. 

Mr. Gorman closed the debate, re- 
senting the suggestion that party lines 
were drawn on the resolution, and as- 
serting that the administration should 
have dispatched a war vessel to Cuba 
to protect our officials on the island. 
The final vote was then taken and 
the Senate adjourned until next Mon- 
day. 

HITT SAYS NEGOTIATIONS. 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—Cuban af- 
fairs furnished the House witha day of 
bitter partisan debate. The resolutions 
appropriating $50,000 for the relief of 
American citizens was adopted with- 
out a dissenting vote, but the Demo- 
crats endeavored to force consider- 
ation also of the Morgan _resolu- 
tion for the recognition of the belig- 
erency of the insurgents. They ac- 
cused the Republicans of endeavor- 
ing to evade this iseue, but the domi- 
nant party, through its spokesman, Mr. 
Hitt, made the important § statement 
that the Republicans desired not to 
embarrass negotiations which were be- 
ing projected by President McKinley 
to secure the independence of Cuba. 
While Mr. Hitt disclaimed Presidential 
authority for his statement, it was 
well-known that he has been in con- 
sultation with President McKinley on 
the question, and knew whereof he 
spoke. 

The day’s programme was that fore- 
casted by the Assogiated Press. The 
Committee on Rules presented a report 
giving two hours debate on‘the relief 
resolution. Mr. Bailey endeavored to 
present the views of the minority of 
the committee and to move a re-com- 
mittal, but was declared out of order 
by Speaker Reed. He made a strong 
speech, and was given the unanimous’ 
support the Democrats, Populists and 
Silverites, while three Republicans, 
Messrs. Cooper of Wisconsin, Colson of 
Kentucky and Robbin of Pennsylvania, 
voted to consider the Senate resolution. 
The galleries were packed, and many 
expressed their usual sympathy for 
Cuba. The speeches were made by 
Messre6. Dalzell of Pennsylvania, Bailey, 
Hitt, Grosvenor,“ Williams: of Bfissig- 
sippi, Livingston, Wheeler, Adams, 
Clayton of Alabama, McMillin, Bell of 
Colorado, Simpson, Hull and Brown of 
Ohio. Mr. Robbins gave a graphic de- 
scription of the situation in Cuba based 
on a personal visit. 

SPAIN SAYS NIT. 

MADRID, May 20.—The semi-official 
declaration is issued that Spain will 
never agree to foreign mediation in the 
Cuban question, which she regards as 
exclusively concerning herself. 


TELLER’S CRITICISM. 


Says the Administration is Follow- 
ing in Cleveland’s Footsteps. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.} 

DENVER, May 20. — Senator Teller 
expressed doubt today as to whether 
the Morgan Cuban resolution will pass 
the House. 

“The influences that dominate 
Speaker Reed,” said Mr. Teller, “are 


hostile to the Cubans, and in favor of | 


Spanish rule. It is quite evident that 
the administration is following in the 
footsteps of Cleveland, and I presume 
the administration influence will be ex- 
erted on the House to prevent it adopt- 
ing the Morgan resolution. 

“I think the attitude of the adminis- 


tration is un-American, unpatriotic and | 


cowardly. It is afraid to send the sup- 
plies that we suppose are to be sent to 
the starving Americans in Cuba on a 
warship for fear of offending Spain. 
We should have had a warship in the 
Havana harbor during the last two 
years.” 


ACTION NOT PROBABLE. 


The President Will Await Special 
Commissioner Calhoun’s Report. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, May 20.—President 
McKinley is not likely to be called 
upon to take action upon the Cuban 
resolution passed by the Senate 
otday for some time, and  per- 
haps not at all. The resolution will 
not be sent to him for his approval 
until it has been adopted by the House, 
and whether the House takes it up 
must be decided hereafter. It 
known that President McKinley de- 
sires the postponement of the final 
Congressional action on the Cuban 
question until the report of Mr. Cal- 
houn, who is on the island to investi- 
gate the conditions there, has been 

made. 

Mr. Hitt, the Republican leader in 
the House, said guardedly in the de- 
bate.today that the adoption of the 
Morgan resolution at this time might 
embarrass negotiations which the 
President has in mind to secure the 
independence of Cuba, and although 
Mr. Hitt expressly disclaimed that he 
spoke by authority, it was well known 
that he had been in consultation with 
the President on Cuban affairs and 
his utterance was taken as a reflection 
of the wish of the Executive. The 
Senate resolution can be brought be- 
fore the House only by a special rule, 
and Speaker Reed is known to be op- 
posed to its adoption at this time. 

There may be much pressure brought 
to bear by the Republicans who think 
early action on the Cuban question ud- 
visable to have the resolution adopted 
by the House, but so long as the lead- 
ers consider that it may embarrass 
President McKinley's plans, it is likely 
to lay on the table. 

A GERMAN PROTEST. 

WASHINGTON, May 2).-—The Sec- 


retary of State today sent to the Sen- 


ate the protest of the German govern- 
ment against a discriminating duty on 
sugars from bounty-paying countries. 


FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—SENATE. 
Only the front rows of the Senate 
galleries were*occupied when the ses- 
sion opened today, the belief being that 
the Morgan resolution would not come 
up until 2 o'clock, but at 12:30 ‘clock 
after a brief debate on the lack of 
facilities for shipping relief supplies to 
India from New York, at the request of 
Senator Morgan the resolution was 
taken up. 


Mr. Thurston spoke of the bloody 
contest which had raged during the 
last two years. There was ample in- 
formation as to its extent, from Amer- 
ican correspondents who had written 
their dispatches on the field of battle; 
from the reports which filled the records 
of the Senate and in the archives of the 
State Department, every man in the 
United States ought to be ready for 
action on this question at this time, 
and if any Senator was not sufficiently 
informed, Mr. Thurston commended 
him to the consideration of his con- 
stituents. 

The Senator referred to the St. Louis 
corvention, over which he presided, 
and pictured the scene when 
a mighty shout that seemed to lift 
the roof from our heads, the Cuban 
resolution was passed by the conven- 
tion.” That declaration could not be 
faithfully carried out unless we first 
recognized the Cubans as belligerents, 
and thereby laid the foundation for the 
full execution of that declaration. It 
was whispered, Mr. Thurston said, that 
this resolution came from Democratic 
sources and that this Republican ad-, 
ministration should direct the policy 
on this great subject. 

“T am a party man of the ultra type,” 
proceeded Mr. Thurston, “but over and 
above my duty to my party is that to 
my country, to humanity and to God. 
and I would be unworthy of my great 
party if I shaped my course on this 
resolution through party considera- 
tions.”’ 

Mr. Thurston read the interview of 
former Premier Sagasta, a published 
admission of all that nad been asserted 
of the impotence of the Spanish cause 
in Cuba. 

“Peace in Guba!” exclaimed the Sen- 
ator. “If there is peace in Cuba, it is 
the peace of the devastated fields. 
Peace in Cuba! If there is peace in 
Cuba, it is the peace of the desolated 
home. Peace in Cuba! If there is 
peace in Cuba, it is the peace of rav- 
ished women and starving children, and 
the paeans of this peace are sung by the 
unooffined dead! 

“If peace ever comes to Cuba,” he 
added, “it will come under the Cuban 
flag, when that last remnant of des- 
potic authority is turned back to for- 
eign shores.” 

The Senator spoke at some length on 
the points of international law involved, 
and closed as follows: “These things 
the United States of America constitu- 
tionally and lawfully can do. Let them 
now. Let us dispatch the mightiest 
battleship of the government to Cuba. 
Let us station her in the harbor of 
Havana. There her frowning guns may 
disturb the spirit of tyranny by night, 
and by day. ber shining stars may cheer 
the hearts of those who are struggling 
to be free.” 

The gallery broke into applause at 
the closing reference to the battleship, 
but the presiding officer quickly 

checked €he demonstration. While 
Mr. Thurston spoke the galleries had 
filled to overflowing, and crowds were 
at the entrances.awaijiting an opoprtu- 
nity to get it. 

Mr. Elkins of West Virginia followed 
in a speech urging that the Senate 
should not act in a precipitate man- 
ner, but should await the inquiries now 
being made by the officials of the gov- 
ernment. He insisted that there was, 
nothing before the Senate to warrant 
action at this time. There was no Cu- 
ban government to recognize, he as- 
serted. What was the postoffice of 
its President, if the recognition was to 
be sent to him, asked Mr. EJ!kins. It 
would have to be delivered by Gen. Miles 
with the army behind him, asserted 
the Senator. He denied the statements 
of Mr. Mason-that Cuban bahies were 
taxed at birth, and Cuban brides taxed 
at the altar. 

“What becomes of the grown people?” 
he asked sarcastically. 

“Very few of them grow up,” an- 
swered Mr. Mason, amid laughter. 

Senator Elkins went on to say that 
the possibilities of war are being 
treated very lightly. He added: “Spain 
can declare war and not fire a gun, 
and it will cost this nation $500,000,000.”

Mr. White of California opposed the 
resolution, and was ied into several

He argued that the recogni- 
tion was exclusively an executive 
function. Mr. White said the recog- 
nition of tne Cubans as belligerents 
would in no way relieve them from the 
obligations-of the neutrality lzws. The 
Senator said the real object of this res- 
olution was to bring about war with 
Spain.

A special cablegram from Jo- 
hanensburg, Transvaal, published to- 
day, says a gentleman who has been 
a resident of South Africa for a score 
of years, claims to be the younger 
brother of the lake Duke of Hamilton, 
who died May 16, 1895, and is therefore 
heir to the dukedom. ’ 

He alleges that he left Scotland in 
1875, after killing a man in a duel, 
and was supposed to have died shortly 
afterward. He is said to have convine- 
ing proofs of his allegations, and ex- 
pects to return to England and claim 
the title and estates. 

The dukedom of Hamilton is unex- 
ampled in the peerage of any country, 
for the extent and diversity of its ti- 
tles. The family is of Scotch origin and 
traces its ancestry back to William of

Gore Durrant’s attorneys, having ex- 
hausted every other means to save 
the neck of their client, again appealed 
to the Supreme Court today, this time 
basing their motion for a stay of exe- 
cution upon alleged errors on the part 
of Judge Bahrs at the time of his pass- 


ing sentence upon the convicted mur- 
derer. 

The main point relied upon by the 
counsel for the appellant is that Judge 
Bahrs refused to grant Durrant’s mo- 
tion for a postponement of his sen- 
tence in order to permit of. his offer- 
ing additional testimony. It is also 
claimed that the court erred in hav- 
ing ordered that Durrant be confined 
at San Quentin until the date set for 
his execution. The authorities are con- 
fident that the appeal will not inter- 
fere with the execution. 

CHARGES GIBSON WITH MURDER. 

MONTE VISTA (Colo.,) May 20.— 


William T. Bryant, an aged inmate 
of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Home 
at this place, today made a sworn 


statement to the effect that Durrant, 
who is under sentence of death for 
the murder of Blanche Lamont in Em- 
manuel Church, San Francisco, is not 
guilty of the crime, but that Rev. J. 
George Gilmon, pastor of the church, 
is the murderer. His statement is as 
follows: 

“My name is William T. Bryant. I 
am 63 years of age. I have-lived in 
California since 1849, up to March, 
1896. I am familiar -with the location 
of Emmanuel Baptist Church, in which 
Blanch® Lamont was murdered. I was 
in the church the night of the murder. 
I saw Rev. J. George Gibson with a 
woman in his arms in the body of the 
church, going toward the south cor- 
ner of the church. I heard him say, 
‘This kills that evidence.’ 

“I knew Rev. J. George Gibson per- 
fectly well. I heard the woman groan 
a number of times as though in mor- 
tal agony. I make this statement as an 
act of justice to an innocent man. The- 
odore Durrant did not murder Blanche 
Lamont, but Rev. J. George Gibson

SAN LUIS OBISPO BONDS. 


Taxpayer Murphy’s Contention Sus- 
tained by the Supreme Court. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIKE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 20.—The 
electors of the city of San Luis Obispo 
voted for the issuance of bonds for the 
improvement of the city. P. W. Mur- 
phy, a taxpayer, brought action against 
the issuance of the bonds, claiming that 
the notice of election called for the 
Payment of the bonds in “gold coin of 
the T’nited States,”’ and that the bal- 
lots were not printed in accordance 
with the notice of election. 

The Supreme Court holds that the 


statute is mandatory in. saying that 
the bonds ahal!l be payable in “gold 
coin or lawful money of the United 
States,”’ and that the ballots must be 
printed in accordance with the .notice 
of election. The City Council tried to 
overcome the objection to the kind of 
money in which the bonds Were, pay- 
able. but the Supreme Court holds that 
this action was void, for the reason 
that the proposition had not been sub- 
mitted to.the voters. The judgment 
is reversed, and the lower court ordered 
to enter judement in accordance with 
the prayer of the complainant. 


MORE OF THAT MUD. 


Another Eruption tn the Arm of 
Moro Bay.

SAN LUIS OBISPO, May 20.—About 
8:30 o'clock last evening residents of 
the country adjacent to Moro Bay were 
startled by a report which begen like 
the low rumble of thunder and ended 
with a somewhat louder blast. A few 
days ago a similar report was heard, 
anda mud geyser appeared in the small 
arm of Moro. Bay just opposite the 
town site of El Moro, as reported at 
the time in these dispatches. The gey- 
ser has formed a small island which, 
for a week past, has been the wonder 
of the people of the country, and has 
been visited by a number.

Splendidly ridden by Jockey Claw- 
son, a clever lightweight pilot, and 
paced by Peter II over the third mille, 
and ‘by Installator over the fourth, both 
of the latter horses being owned by 
Boots, Lucretia Borgia covered the 
distance in the wonderful time of 7:11, 
and that, too, in the face of a strong 
wind blowing down the back stretch. 

The record for four miles against 
time stood for twenty-one years, hav- 
ing’ been made by Ten Broeck, the cele- 
brated distance horse, on September 
26, 1876, at Louisville. The competition 
for the same distance has stood for 
twenty-three years at 7:19%, made by 
Fellowcraft at Saratoga on August 
20, 1874. 
Mr. Boots was confident after his 
horse’s showing in the Ingleside stakes 
that she could do much better than 
the Pacific Coast record, and 
induced the California Jockey Club 
to guarntee a prize of $1000 should 
the world’s record be lowered. The 
eveht proved to be a good drawing 
card, and a big crowd assembled at 
the Oakland track to see the attempt 
by the game Brutus colt. 

The trial against time was fourth 
on the card, and when Lucretia Borgia 


‘cameé out of the saddling paddock with 


Jockey Clawson, weighing 85 pounds, 
up, she was greeted with applause. 
The filly was sent away at once and 
young Calwson took a double wrap on 
the reins, but even. then the filly 
pulled him clear out of the saddle, so 
full of run was she. 

Clawson timed the first mile with 
rare judgment, completing the circuit 
in 1:50 flat. He had been instructed 


-to keep his mount within the 1:50 mark 


for each mile, but on the second round 
Lucretia pulled so hard on: the bit 
that the jockey let out .a.notch, and 
covered the second mile at.a.4:46 gait, 
or 8:35% for the two miles. The game 


j filly. was paced on the third mile by 


her. half brother, Peter II, and made 


the circuit in 1:47%, time for.the three 


miles being 5:22%. Still the game 
descendent of Imported Brutus showed 
no signs of faltering, but came right 
on and hitched up with Installator, an- 
other Brutus progeny, and was carried 
the last mile in 1:49%, or 7:11 flat for 
the four miles, lowering the fastest 
previous record by 4 seconds. Lucre- 
tia finished good and strong, and 
showed no undue exhaustion from her 
terrible race against time. 

The performanuce is all the more re- 
markable, in view of the fact that the 
new record-holder is a filly, which is 
entirely without a precedent in the 
annals of turf history, as hitherto the 
necessary stamina possessed by her 
sex to traverse the long route has 
been ridiculed by horse-breeders and 
followers of the turf. It is safe to pre- 
dict that Laicretia. Borgia’s record will 
stand for many years to come, since 
long-distance racing has practically 
gone out of fashion such races: being in 
vogue only in California at present.

in 5:36, Boston going well within him- 
self and everybody predicted that 
Eclipse’s time would be beaten, but 
just as they went into the fourth mile, 
Duane broke down and Boston galloped 
home at his leisure in 7:40, the fastest 
effort save that of Eclipse.

The betting was 100 
to 40 in favor of the southern horse 
when they stripped off, but to the con- 
sternation of everybody, Fashion won 
in 7:32%—7:45. This time remained un- 
equalled until 1854, when Gen. T. J. 
Wells's chestnut colt Lecompte beat R. 
Ten Broeck’s bay horse, Lexington, (also 
a son of Boston,) in 7:36—7:38%. Then 
Lexington was matched against time to 
beat the record of Lecompte, which he 
did with something to spare in 7:19%. 
This remained the record till the sum- 
mer of 1874, at Saratoga, when Mark

HOBOKEN’S HEAVY LOSS. 


TWO FURIOUS FIRES ALL IN: ONE 
NIGHT. 
One Whole Block Destroyed and 
One Hundred and Forty Fam- 
ilies Homeless—A Factory, Flats 
and a Dry Dock Burned. — 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, May 20.—Twice tonight 
fire has visited Hoboken, N. J., and 
the loss was heavy. One whole block 
was reduced to ashes, 140 families were 
rendered homeless and a big factory 
was destroyed. {he fire department 
was totally unable to cope with the 
flames, and help was summoned. 

The first fire broke out at 8:30 o’Icock 
in -the big factory building on the 
block bounded by Twelfth and Thir- 
teenth streéts and Washington and 
Hudson streets. From the factory the 
flames leaped to the apartment houses 
in the block, and they were swept 
away. 

The factory was occupied by Strauss 
& Company, R. H. Macy & Company, 
cut glass and similar 'mes; Gallagher 
& Palmer, toilet articles and mirrors, 
and Benton & Heath, wall paper. On 
either side of the factory were apart- 
ment houses. There were fourteen of 
the double flats, each one of the build- 
ings being valued at $15,900. The faé- 
tory building with its contents is es- 
timated to have been worth over @ 
quarter of a million, 

Despite the immense aggregation of 
the fire engines, the flames spread with 
terrific fury. 
apartment houses saved but little of 
their household effects. 

About 10:30 o’clock, while the fire 
was at its worst, fire broke out in the 
big dry docks at the foot of Seven- 
teenth street, which were badly dam- 
aged. The property loss is estimated 
on both fires by the Chief of the Fire 
Department to be $650,000. er

The Senator spoke of the misery and 
want prevailing in the country.

stop and that honorable and perma- 
nent peace may be established in the 
Isiand of Cuba, and further, that the 
President, in a spirit of amity, tender 
ee good offices of the United States to 

pain, in an endeavor to secure the 
independence of Cuba upon terms alike 
honorable and just to all powers con- 
cerned. And if the Presidet shall be 
unable by such friendly intercession 
to, secure the independence of Cuba 
within a reasonable time, he shall com- 
municate the facts to Congress, with 
his recommendation thereon.”

HOUSE.—Interest in the Cuban ques- 
tion was focused upon the House to- 
day. The galleries were filled. On 
the Republican side more than half of 
the chairs were occupied, many. mem-~-— 
bers having returned to the city in re- 
sponse to a message from the chair- 
man of the caucus. Mr. Simpson of 
Kansas demanded the reading of the 
full journal after it had been read in 
the usual skeletonized form. Under the 
rules the Speaker was compelled to 
grant the request. Then Mr. Simpson 
made the point that it was stated by 
the journal that certain bills were re- 
ferred to committees, whereas no com- 
mittees had been appointed. Mr. 
Simpson was silenced by the previous 
question, demanded and sustained by 
the Republicans. 

The decks having been cleared, Mr. 
Dalzell, from the Committee on Rules, 
reported a rule for the consideration 
of the Senate Cuban relief resolution, 
providing for a vote after two hours’ 
debate. Mr. Bailey thereupon endeav- 
ored to secure recognition to present 


‘the views of the minority of the com- 


mittee. The Speaker recognized Mr. 
Dalzell to demand the previous ques- 
tion. There was a sharp ekirmish be- 
tween Speaker Reed and Mr. Dalzell 
on the one side, and Mr. Bailey on the 
other, in the course of which Mr. 
Bailey remarked that he knew the Re- 
publicans did not intend to give the 
minority any opportunity to be heard, 
but advised them to carry out their 
programme with some degree of de- 
cency, whereupon he was applauded by 
the galleries. 

Mr. Simpson shouted: “Don’t ask 
for decency from that side.” The 
proposition Mr. Bailey was attempting 
to present was a substitute rule for 
the consideration of Senator Morgan’s 
resolution for the recognition of the 
belligerency of the insurgents, after the 
appropriation for relief had been dis- 
posed of. 4 

The previous question was ordered by 
117 to 81, the Democrats, Populists and 
Silverites uniting in opposition, and two 
Republicans, Messrs. Cooper of Wiscon- 
sin and Colson of Kentucky, voting 
against the rule and their party. The 
keynote of the Republican course was 
sounded by Mr. Dalzell, who declared 
that the only question before the House 
was that of giving relief to the suffer- 
ing Americans in Cuba. 

Mr. Ogden of Louisiana desired that 
Mr. Dalzell inform the House of the 
cause of the sufferings of Americans in 
Cuba, but Mr. Dalzell replied that 
that question was not before the 
House; the same information upon the 
topic was at the disposal of all mem- 


“The gentleman should not attempt 
to mislead the country into the belief 
that that is the only question that 
ought to be before the House,” de- 
clared Mr. Bailey to Mr. Dalzell. He 
read the Morgan resolution. The ques- 
tion of belligerency, Mr. Bailey as- 
serted, was the only one really before 
the House. 

“If you believe you can vote it down, 
why not meet it like men and vote it 
down?” he demanded. “The country 
will have vastly more respect for you 
if you meet it like men than if you run 
away from it every time it is pre- 
sented to you. 

¥YOn Monday the Republicans had 
been willing to propose relief for the 
suffering Americans rather than meet 
this question,” he continued. “They 
were afraid to submit the question to 
the House because they knew it would 
be carried by an overwhelming major- 
ity. The rule was not to attempt to 
force the will of the majority, but to 
suppress it.’’ 

He said: “You declare that Ameri- 
cans are suffering from the effects of 


“war In Cuba; and yet you refuse to 


recognize that war exists in Cuba. If 
war does not exist there the United 
States should declare war, for noth- 
ing -but the necessities of war can 
justify penning up American citizens in 
Cuba and starving them.” 

The attitude of the House would be 
a surprise to the Republican masses, 
he continued, for the Republican con- 
vention had not only declared that war 
existed, but that it was the duty of 
the United States to terminate that 
war, professing a solicitude for Cubans 
they now refuse to carry out. “These 
were fine words,” he said, “but in 


Then you were do more 
than the sound judgment of the coun- 
try would perhaps sanction. Now you 
refuse to do what common-sense de- 
mands.” 

But the stock gamblers had become 
alarmed and they would rather see 
the country insulted than justice done, 
and the Republican party was stand- 
ing, as it always did, on the side of 
the immensely rich. They might es- 
cape the question here, but could not 
before the people of the country, for 
no previous question could save them 
before that august tribunal. The au- 
thorities of international law were in 
support of recognition, and if this act 
brought war on the United States we 
would drive Spanish ships from the 
sea and make them pay two-fold the 
damage they did to American com- 
merce. 

.Bad as war was, he said, he would 
not have it deter the United States 
from its duty toward a weak and suf- 
fering nation. He could not forget that 
another nation, when our fathers were 
weak and suffering, had come to our 
relief, and he would not leave the sen- 
tence of piracy suspended over the pa- 
triotic Cubans by withholding from 
them the aid France gave us. 

Mr. Hitt followed Mr. Bailey. He 
spoke of the necessity of the passage 
of the resolution. Money for the relief 
of American citizens in Cuba could not/ 
be taken out of the emergency fund. 
He explained how quickly the relief 
could be given by the government. 
This would have been done last Mon- 
day, but that a certain gentleman 
(meaning Mr. Bailey) decided to gain 
some political notoriety and party ad- 
vantage, and made an objection to the 
resolution, showing he would allow 
Americans to starve while he played 
politics. 

As far as the Republican party was 
concerned, it had demonstrated its 


‘friendship for Cuba by bringing in 


and passing a resolution a year ago 
identical in terms with that offered by 
Mr. Bailey. That was a concurrent 
resolution. The object of offering the 
belligerency resolution now, Mr. Hitt 
insisted, was for the purpose of em- 
barrassing the President in the midst 
of negotiations for the protection and 
relief of American citizens in Cuba. By 
coupling the two together, the Execu- 
tive would either have to take action 
which, in his judgment, it was not 
best to take at this time, or refuse the 
relief which was necessary for Amer- 
ican citizens. He called attention to 
the fact that American citizens were 
now being released from the Spanish 
prisons through the efforts of the Pres- 
ident. 

“The policy of the Republicns,” de- 


clared Mr. Hitt, “is to secure peace 
with independence.” 
He said conditions in Cuba had 


changed since Congress passed _ the 
last resolution. Mr. Bailey would, by 
a resolution, interfere with the negotia- 
tions which are now pending. Mr. Hitt 
eaid he had been in favor of belliger- 
ency. The question was now one of 
expediency. The Executive was exert- 
ing every effort, and there was ho 

that he would solve every question. : 


Hitt opposed interference with diplo- 
matic negotiations by the l-islative 
branch of the government. 

Mr. Balley, in reply to Mr. Hitt, said 
if the latter desired to make the ques- 
tion of recognition of belligerency one 
of party politics, he was willing to ac- 
cept it, and the Democrats would vote 
in favor of belligerency. As to playing 
politics, he called attention to the fact 
that a year ago, when a man elected by 
the Democrats was in the White Hopse, 
Mr. Hitt voted for a resolution of bel- 
ligerency. 

Mr. Hitt declared that at the time he 
refused to make the resolution joint, 
and thus embarrass the Executive. He 
would not mix the two so as to cause 
the legislation to interfere with diplom- 
acy. 

Mr. Bailey went on to say that the 
Democrats had repudiated Cleveland on 
many other occasions, and now repudi- 
ated his Cuban policy. As to the dfffer- 
ent propositions which were offered, the 
Democrats wanted to send relief with a 
measure recognizing their ligerency. 
Such a message would do More for the 
struggling Cubans than all the bread 
our ships could carry. 

Both Mr. Hitt and Mr. Bailey were 
frequently interrupted by applause on 
their respective sides. 

Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio said that no 
one could tell how many Americans 
had starved in Cuba while the gentle- 
man from Texas was masquerading in 
coarse demagoguery. He inquired how 
long Mr. Bailey had aspired to stand 
as a leader of a great crusade, and why 
he had not protested when a Demo- 
cratic President had ignored the will of 
Congress. The Republicans had been 
reared in sympathy with the freedom of 
Cuba; a Republican President (Grant) 
had advocated it, and had been opposed 
by Democrats. In its own time the 
Republican party would not only vote 
for belligerent rights, but for inde- 
pendence for Cuba. 

This speech closed the debate on the 
adoption of the rule. Then came an- 
other parliamentary skirmish when Mr. 
Bailey moved that the rule be re- 
committeed to the Committee on Rules 
with instructions to substitute for it 
the rule proposed by him. The Speaker 
declared the a not germane, and 
Mr. Bailey appealed. 

There one a roll call on Mr. Dalzell’s 
motion to table the appeal. The 
Speaker was sustained by 111 to 83, a 
party vote, and the debate on the reso- 
lution was begun by Mr. Williams of 
Mississippi. 

Mr. Williams declared that the Re- 
publican party, which, out of power, 
had boasted itself the party of courage, 
in powed dodged all great questions, 
the Pacific Railroad, bankruptcy and 
the Cuban questions, because the plu- 
tocracy demanded inaction on these 
questions. 

Speaker Reed, if he if 
chief, would be known as the “Man- 
afraid-of-his-followers,’” because the 
Speaker feared to submit the question 
of recognition to the House, knowing 
that American manhood was for it. He 
called on Mr. Hitt to state to the 
House that the President by executive 
action intended to recognize the Cu- 
bans, which statement would, he as- 
serted, put a stop to agitation. 

One Republican member, Mr. Rob- 
bins of voted against 
his party on the last vote, 
the oak that his views on the Cuban 
question were based on @ personal visit 
to Cuba in January last.

definite period as long as the war was 
permitted to continue. There was an 
interesting passage when Mr. Living- 
ston was declaring that the only sensi- 
ble course was forthis government to 
end the trouble by recognizing the Cub- 
ans. Mr. Hitt interrupted him to ask: 
“Don't you think it would be better 
for the President to use his authority 
to secure independence?” ' 

“I do,” answered 


‘President do that?’ 


Mr. Hitt hesitated, while the House 
listened intently, and Mr. Livins#®ton 
pressed him for an answer. ' 

“I have no right to speak by any au- 
thority,’”’ he said, hesitating to word his 
answer rightly, and finally continued: 
“I have reason to believe the Presi- 
dent is taking as effective steps as he 
can to secure the independence of 
Cuba, and that fact, I am convinced, 
has reached Spanish headquarters, for 
the news reaches us today that. the 
Minister who will probably be in 
power in thirty days has said that the 
Cuban war is utterly hopeless.”

Mr. Bell of Colorado said that the 
resolution was a mere attempt to evade 
practical action; that the Havermey- 
ers and Searlses had hastened to 
Washington when it was-known that 
a message was to be sent to Congress 
to see that the message contained 
eateng inimical to commercial inter- 
ests. 

Mr. Simpson recommended that 
charity should begin with Americans 
at home, and quoted Mr. Wanamaker 
who, he said, had become a “calamity 
howler.” 

Mr. Hull of Iowa and Mr. Brown of 
Ohio closed the debate for the Repub- 
licans. Then the _ resolution was 
adopted without a dissenting vote. 

The report of the conferees on the 
gilsonite lands of Utah, the only un- 
settled feature of ,the..Indian Appro- 
priation Bill, was presented by Mr. 
Sherman of New York. The opposition 
to the-report, on the ground that a 
monopoly of gilsonite would result, 
was renewed, and the report rejected 
by 56 to 64. Mr. Sherman requested 
the House to make a definite propo- 
sition, stating that the chairman of the 
Senate conferees had said that if the 
report was rejected he would move 
the acceptance by the Senate of what- 
ever proposition the House might 
make, or that the Senate drop the 
whole question. 

The House adopted an amendment to 
the Senate proposition offered by Mr. 
Lacey of Iowa, which directs the Sec- 
retary of the Interior to allot iands 
to the Uncompahgre Indians on the 
Uncompahgre and Uintah reservations: 
the unallotted lands to be opened for 
settlement on April 1, 1898, except 
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containing gilsonite and asphalt; the 
United States to retain title to such 
lands and lease them, the Secretary of. 
the Interior to fix a royalty and regu- 
lation to prevent a monopoly. The 
House conferees were instructed to 
work for such a conference. 

At 5:25 o’clock the House adjourned 
until Monday. 


Working Against Bowers. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—[Special 
Dispatch.}] It is understood that the 
one point on which John D. Spreckels is 
working hardest now is to secure the 
appointment of some man other than 
ex-Representative Bowers as Collector 
of the Port at San Diego.

Every man in the delegation is pledged 
to support Bowers.

MACHINE BROKEN. 


LIBERAL MODERATOR FOR THE 
PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLY. 


Dr. Sheldon Jackson Elected by a 
Large Majority Over the Rev. 
Dr. Minton. 


BEV. DR. WITHROW’S SERMON. 


CHARITY THE CHIEFEST OF THE 
CHRISTIAN GRACES. 


Oumberiand and United Presby- 
terian General Assemblies also 
in Session—Baptist Home 
Mission Society. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

BAGLE LAKE (Ind.,) May 20.— 
There were but two candidates for 
the moderatorship of the Presbyterian 
General Assembly—Dr. Sheldon Jack- 
gon of the Home Missionary Board, 
and Dr. Henry C. Minton the seminary 
professor. Both represent the work of 
the church on the Pacific Coast, but 
the rank and file of the commissioners 
rallied to the standard-bearer of home 
missions. The politicians of the as- 
sembly were treated to a great sur- 
srise, and the election of Dr. Jackson, 
by a vote of 313 to 238, was character- 
ized by many delegates as a “breaking 
of the machine.” It was claimed as a 
victory for the more liberal branch of 
the church. The new moderator, in 
taking the chair, disclaimed any per- 
sonal elements in his election, but 
charged it to the desire of the church 
to forward the home missionary wérk 
of which he is an exponent. 

The assembly was opened with 
prayer by Dr. Arthur J. Brown, secre- 
tary of the Board of Foreign Missions. 
The devotional exercises were con- 
ducted by Dr. John L. Withrow, the 
retiring moderator. The _ scriptures 
were read by Dr. George L. Spining of 
Orange, N. J., and the assembly was 
led in prayer by the Rev. Dr. Father 
Byron Sunderland of Washington. The 
platform was occupied by a number of 
prominent divines. 

DR. WITHROW’'S SERMON. 

The opening sermon by Retiring Mod- 
erator Withrow was upon “The Chief- 
est Grace of Christianity,”’ and he took 
as his text, ‘And above all things have 
fervent charity among yourselves,” I 
Peter iv, 8. 

He first examined the nature of the 
grace, saying that not a few confined 
the idea of charity to alms-giving. “But 
more than alms deeds were meant by 
the Holy Spirti when He bid us ‘above 
all things have fervent charity among 
yourselves.’ The substantive term in 
original, translated charity in the text, 
was one of two that stood for love 
in our language. It was not love as 
defined in Tucker’s philosophy, nor as 
flescribed in Tennyson’s graceful verse. 
It was not such love that the holy 
scriptures extolled and called upon us 
to have among ourselves. The line of 
definition must be dropped many a 

athom lower to touch the bottom sense 
¢: of this divinest term. And when we 


did take soundings in the depths of the 
scriptures, what riches were found re- 
sing in that one little word, love! 
or it, and it alone of the words of the 
language, was ample enough to com- 
prehend, complete and crown our con- 
ception of God, for ‘God is love.’ 

“Eliminate from the gospel what it 
has concerning the love of God, and 
nothing left would serve a human 
heart more than an empty cupboard 
could a hungry man. To make the 
message of God’s love impressively 
plain was the supreme responsibility 
of those who knew it, more than to do 
anything. 

“Here, then, was discovered the 
source and spring of the charity which 
the text demanded. It was the deep- 
est pulse of the life of the Deity, 
which must be kept beating in every 
one who would have to pass the great 
crisises which were yet to come to 
Christians and the visible church. It 
is but as we ‘love one another that 
“God abideth with us.”” Thus the ques- 
tion of one’s tolerance is made a criter- 
fon of Christian character.” 

He next considered the greatness 
of the need of this grace and said its 
possesson alone proved one to be a 
member of the Lord’s body. “Eloquence 
of Christian profession did not prove 
of Christian principles, 

ough he should subscribe his be- 
lief in every vowel, point, paragraph 
and portion of the Hebrew scriptures, 
and to every accent and affirmation of 
the revised New Testament; and though 
he were ready to drive’ out of the 
church, or to put to death any who 
would not agree to such an extreme 
doctrine of inspiration, yet if his heart 
Were not gentle and tolerant and ten- 
derly careful of the faith and feeling 
of others, then he was nothing—of no 
account, according to Paul’s estimate 
of what it took to make a. Christian. 
Let conscience do its perfect work 
and place each where he belonged, 
whether inside or outside the line.of 
believers. 

“We live in the most restless 
our earth has had since Adam came 
upon it. Everywhere there is disquiet 
and dissatisfaction with existing civ] 
economic; social and religious condi_’ 
tions. Idolatry is dying and Atheism 
is succeeding in heathen states, be- 
cause nothing better than the dis- 

ed beliefs are offered in their 
stead. And in countries where the 
cross of Christ has supremacy over all 
other insignia of religion, there is a 
withholding of the acceptance of Chris- 
tianity, and a looseness of loyalty in 
many who do accept, which may well 
awaken apprehension. For, what pleti- 
tiful devices are invented to induce 
the unchurched. to”come into the field. 
Even the sobriety and solemnities of 
religion are sacrificed to sensationalism 
in the hope of catching the careless. 
But the decoy does not succeed more 
than fairly well with such as show 
studied shyness of the church. What 
will draw them? Will wider learning 
and sharper criticism of creeds multiply 
the followers of Christ? 

“With all the service that learning 
has rendered to Christianity, it has 
never been sufficient of itself to fill 
empty pews on Sunday, nor greatly 
multiply names on the sacramental 
rolls. Still it is a most common re- 
mark that something is wanting, more 
than they have to recommend the re- 
ligion they profess, to those who are 
passing it by. Are there any reason- 
able grounds for doubting that the 
topic points to the supply of the need: 
‘Above all things have fervent love 
among yourseves?” Can any one esti- 
mate the salutary effect it would have 
upon those who are making no claim 
to the Christian name, if from this 
day on there should never be heard 
one harsh word between those who 
profess to be brethren in Christ, 

“Divergence of views there must be,

When such a condition shall prevail 
among Christians, men of the world wil] 
not mock at the text: ‘Behold how 
good and how pleasant it is for breth- 
ren to dwell together in unity.”

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SECRETARY ALGER’S RESPONSE. 
The response of Secretary of War 
‘Alger to resolution recently 
adopted by the Senate, calling for in- 
formation as to what has been done 
or is to be done in the San Pedro Har- 
bor matter, was transmitted to the 


determined by Congress. The further 
improvement of the inner harbor, from 
time to time, will naturally follow the 
construction of the outer ‘harbor of 
refuge. If the provisions of the exist- 
ing law be carried out in good faith, 
the result will give us, at an expense 
within the appropriation, a harbor of 
refuge and of commerce at San Pedro 
amply adequate for all present require- 
ments. Future requirements may be 
considered in the future. : 

The points raised by the Secretary 
of War do not affect the location of 
the harbor. That question has been 
settled by nature and by law in favor 
of San Pedro, beyond the possibility 
of reversal. Secretary Alger’s action 
merely refers the matter back to Con- 
gress for further instructions. This 
will occasion a vexatious delay in 
the prosecution of the work, but 
it will not necessarily endanger the 
ultimate construction of a _ harbor 
of refuge and of commerce at San 
Pedro. Congress plainly intended 
that the act creating the Board of 
Harbor Commissioners, and clothing 
that board with exceptional powers, 
should finally and fully dispose of the 
questions at issue. This intention was 
so obvious that it should not have re- 
quired additional emphasis. 

It is within the power of Congress 
to settle this whole question beyond 
the possibility of further quibble or 
delay. The adoption of a resolution 
instructing the Secretary of War to 
proceed with the work in conformity 
to the law and in accordance with the 
report of the Harbor Commissioners, 


Senate yesterday. Dispatches from would put at rest all controversy, and 


Washington have foreshadowed Gen. 
‘Alger’s intentions, and his communi- 
cation in response to the Senate reso- 
lution confirms the previous reports as 
to his unfriendly attitude in this mat- 
ter. j 

Briefly summarized, Secretary Alger’s 
position is this: The appropriation of 
$2,900,000 was for a harbor of refuge 
and of commerce at either San Pedro 
‘or Santa Monica. The-report of the 
Board of Harbor Commissioners calls 


_ for the exp®nditure of the entire ap- 


propriation upon breakwater, 
which will constitute the harbor of 
refuge. He maintains that the appro- 
priation is insufficient for the construc- 
tion of the breakwater (a matter which 
can only be determined by inviting 
bids for the work,) and that large addi- 
tional appropriations will be required 
for the creation of a harbor of com- 
merce. In this alleged dilemma— 


which is imaginery rather than real— | 


Secretary Alger appeals to Congress 
for “further instructions” as to its 
purpose in making the appropriation. 
The points raised by Secretary Alger 
will hardly be regarded by the public 
at large, or by Congress, as well taken. 
His position is logically indefensible 
from any and every point of view. The 
act of Congress making an appropria- 
tion for the construction of a harbor 
of refuge and of commerce, either at 
San Pedro or at Santa Monica, was 
specific in its declaration of the inten- 
tion of Congress to construct such a 
harbor at one of those two sites. The 
selection of the site was left to a com- 
mission of experts, provided for in the 
act; and the law expressly provided 
that the decision of this commission 
should be final. The commission thus 
created began and finished its work 
in accordance with the law which gave 
‘it existence and authority. Its report 
is before the War Department, accom- 
panied by plans and specifications cov- 
ering the expenditure of the money 
appropriated. The plain and simple 
duty of the War Department, beyond 
question, is to expend the appropria- 
tion in accordance with the law and 
with the report of the Board of Har- 
bor Commissioners, made thereunder. 
If, after the expenditure of the money 
in this manner, it shall appear that the 
appropriation was insufficient to carry 
out the full intentions of Congress, 
further legislation will be in order. 
But under no circumstances is it within 
the province of any department of the 


government to nullify or studiously 


disregard the plainly-expressed inten- 
tions of the legislative power. The 
Secretary of War will have discharged 
his full duty in the premises when he 
shall have caused the appropriation 
for a hafbor of refuge and of com- 
merce to be expended in conformity 
with the plain and simple provisions 
of the act making the appropriation 
for that work and providing for its 
expenditure; and he will not have dis- 
charged his official duty until that is 
done. It rests with Congress, not with 
the Secretary of War, to determine, 
after the appropriation has been ex- 
hausted, whether an additional appro- 
priation is needed. 

San Pedro is already a harbor of 
commerce. It may require further im- 
prevement as the demands of com- 
merce increase. But this is a matter 
to be determined in the future, and 


would answer all the questions raised 
by. Secretary Alger. A resolution of 
this nature should be adopted by both 
houses without debate. 


A RESPONSE THAT IS NOT AN ANSWER. 

Tue Tives had supposed and hoped 
that Gen. Alger, in his reply to Sena- 
tor White, would advance some cogent 
reason for the delay in calling for bids 
which has escaped the attention of our 
people.- Certainly he has not done so 
in this reponse which reads painfully 
like an argument of Mr. Huntington's 
friend Frye of Maine, or a report 
drawn up to order by Mr. Hood of the 
Southern Pacific’s engineering staff. 
Mr. Alger, in brief, says that he does 
not understand whether the $2,901,787 
appropriated by Congress is to be used 
merely for a breakwater or harbor of 
refuge, leaving the construction of a 
harbor of commerce for future legisla- 
tion. 
both would cost in addition to the 
$2,901,787, a sum of $2,479,000 “for bulk- 
head for wharfage,” or ‘a total of $5,- 
380,787—which, by the way, is just 
ubout the amount estimated as the 
cost of improving San Pedro Harbor 
by Mr. Huntington, when he was in- 
terviewed after the report of the en- 
gineers had been made public. 

Sccretary Alger has put up a man 
of straw for the purpose of fighting 
him. It is difficult to understand how 
there can be any possibility of miscon- 
struing the intention of Congress and 
the Board of Engineers in regard to 
this matter. The act of Congress ap- 
propriates the money for a harbor “for 
commerce and refuge.”” The engineers, 
in their report, estimate for the crea- 
tion of a harbor “for commerce and of 
refuge."” They repeat this over and 
over again in their report, so that 
there is no room for misunderstand- 
ing. Finally, in the closing sentence 
of their report, they use these plain 
and emphatic words: “Taking all these 
cecnsiderations together, this board re- 
ports in favor of San Pedro as the 
location for a deep-water harbor for 
commerce and of refuge in Southern 
California.” Be 4t understood, more- 
over—Mr. Huntington, Mr. Alger and 
Mr. Hood to the contrary, notwith- 
standing—this estimate is for such im- 
provement to come within the limit 
of the amount appropriated by Con- 
gress, namely, $2,901,787. It was never 
contemplated that the Federal govern- 
ment would build bulkheads for 
wharves, or wharves any more than it 
would construct a tourist hotel, or 
saloons for sailors, or a statue of Lib- 
erty Enlightening the War Department. 
It was understood that wharves, and 
everything pertaining to them, would 
be built by private enterprise of cor- 
porations, who would be benefited by 
the protection offered by the govern- 
ment breakwater. In fact, as: will be 
remembered, one of the objections to 
the Santa Monica site was the great 
expense which would be entailed upon 
other companies than the Southern Pa- 
cific which might desire to construct 
wharves inside the breakwater. 

Gen. Alger’s response is not satis- 
factory, sufficient, convincing or com- 
plete.

THE TURKS WILL TREAT WITH

Terths Agreed Upon Will Afterwards 
Be Submitted to a Conference of 
the Powers—The Town of 
Lamia Deserted.

May 20.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] An armistice between Turkish 
and Greek troops in Thessaly to extend 
seven days was formally concluded to- 
day. 

ARMISTICE IN EPIRUS. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 20, 6 p. 
m.—An armistice was also formally 
concluded today for seven days be- 
tween the Turkish and Greek troops on 
the frontier of Epirus. 

GREEKS REFUSE TO TREAT. 

BERLIN, May 20.—A telegram re- 
ceived from Constantinople this after- 
noon says the effort of the Turkish 
commander in Epirus to treat with the 
Greeks for an armistice resulted in 
failure, owing to the Greeks having 
ignored a flag of truce and having at- 
tempted yesterday with two battalions 
of troops to make a fresh incursion 
to Turkish territory. The Greeks, it is 
further stated, also shelled a Turkish 
position. In conclusion, the Constanti- 
nople dispatch says the Turkish gov- 
ernment disclaims all responsibility for 
what may follow. , 

PEACE NEGOTIATIONS. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 20.—Al- 
though it is not definitely decided it 
is thought peace negotiations will be 
conducted between Turkey and Greece 
direct and afterward, following the pre- 
cedent of the treaty of St. Stelano, the 
treaty wll be submitted to a European 
conference probably held at Paris. 

LAMIA DESERTED. 

LAMIA, May 19.—[Delayed in trans- 
mission.]—This town is deserted, with 
the exception of the prefect, newspaper 
correspondents, telegraph operators and 
a few others. :

LONDON, May 20.—The armistice 
agreement stipulates that a mixed com- 
mission of officers of superior rank shali 
establish a neutral zone betwen the 
two armies and that no advance on 
either flank shall be permitted.

ATHENS, May 20.—M. Realli, the 
Premier, in the course of an interview 
today, said: “The indemnity which 
Greece wlil pay to Turkey will be in 
proportion to the resources of Greece 
and her financial position. The ces- 
sion of territory is out of the question. 
Greece cannot accept a modification of 
the strategic frontier which would 
render easy the raiding of Greek terri- 
tory by armed bands, and which would 
compel Greece to maintain a numerous 
army in order to-prevent incursions.” 
TURKISH PBOPLE DISSATISFIED. 

LONDON, May 21.—The correspon- 
dent of the Standard at Constantinople 
says: “The armistice has caused wide- 
spread discontent among the Turkish 
troops in Thessaly and Epirus, and 
the military commission has ordered 
the most prominent grumblers to be 
sent home under escort. The priests 
who are with the army have been in- 
structed to preach special sermons, ¢x- 
horting the soldiery to be loyal and 
obedient. An imperial order prohibits 
the sale of drawings, photographs or 
poetry dealing with the war or with 
the exploits of the army, the objecjt of 
the prohibition being to prevent an 
individual general becoming a popular 
hero.”’

DENVER (Colo.,) May 20.—Dispatches 
to the Republican from New Mexico 
are to the effect that heavy rains have 
swollen the Rio Grande and other 
streams; that considerable damage has 
already been done and more is threat- 
ened.

SOLD FOR .OLD JUNK. 


HISTORIC CANNON STOLEN 
WEST POINT. 


Trophies of the Mexican War and 
the Great Rebellion Carted Off 


by Conscienceless Thieves and 
Broken Up for the Metal, 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.) 

‘NEW YORK, May 20.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] The thieves who stole the old 
historic Mexican and Confederate can- 
non from Fort Clinton, West Point, 
were conscienceless enough to break up 
the war trophies and sell them to a 
New York junk-dealer. The metal of 
the two bronze cannon was broken to 
pieces and melted. It was then sold to 
a smelting company, according to the 
statement of the post quartermaster 
at West Point. 

The police have learned of the loca- 
j tion of two brass cannon and hope to 
find them whole, although the chances 
are that they have also been hacked 
to pieces. The police have also learned 
many particulars of the robbery, and 
are close upon the adeels of the thieves. 

The theft of the old guns was unpre- 
cedentedly bold, and the object of the 
robbery was a purely mercenary one, 
the thieves wishing to realize on the 
brass and bronze of which the trophies 
were composed. 

“We were first informed of the theft 
of the cannon on Monday,” said Capt. 
Belinger today, “through rumors which 
were current in the village of Highland 
Falls. We immediately had the guns 
counted and found that four were miss- 


the Mexican war, and three won curing 
the civil war from the Confederates. 
There were no sentinels guarding the 
guns, which were in a locality used only 
three or four months in the year. So 
far as we can learn, the robbery was 
committed three or four months ago. 
Naturally all traces of the removal of 
the guns have been obliterated. 
was my impression at first that the 
guns were raised over the embankment 
and rolled down to the riverside and 
removed in boats. Now, I am inclined 
to think the cannon were placed in a 
wagon and taken out of the south 
guardhouse gate.” 

There are two long rows of runs of 
every. conceivable shape and size, lying 
on skids on the river side of Fort Clin- 
ton, at which is known as Trophy 
Point. They are historic prizes "won 
during our wars with Mexico, England 
and the South. The stolen guns were 
the smallest in size. Three were cap- 
tured from the Confederates. They 
were made in New Orleans, and the 
name of Jeff Davis was engraved upon 
their breeches. 


Historic Cannon Stolen. 


WEST POINT (N. Y.,) May 20.— 
The quartermaster at West Point has 
just made the startling discovery that 
five of the guns captured in battle 
from the Mexicans by Gen. Scott’s 
army have been stolen. The cannon 
have lain for nearly half a century on 
a bluff overlooking the Hudson, where 
the trophies of our wars with Eng- 
land, Mexico and the South are ranged. 
The history of each piece is engraved 
on its service. How they were stolen 
is not known,

PROTESTANTS MISLED. 


SEVERAL PROPERTY-OWNERS SAY 
THEY WILL WITHDRAW. 


A Systematic Effort to Block the 
Movement to Repave Main Street 


from First to Ninth Street by Ex- 
~ ®seerating the Cost of the Work. 


The notice of work for the repaving 
of Main street from First to Ninth 
street has been posted for some time, 
and the time for filing protests will not 
expire until June 5. One protest has 
been filed already by Abbot Kinney, 
who owns considerable frontage be- 
tween Eighth and Ninth streets. A 
much more formidable protest has been 
taking shape during the past few days 
against the resurfacing of the pave- 
ment. . 


lively clash between the original peti- 
tioners and the protestants. The former 
say that the work is a necessity, and 
that the constant repairs of the old 
pavement will involve a heavier ex- 
penditure.than to repave the entire 
Street. It is said by those who favor 
the work that the original contract only 
called for a wearing surface of asphalt 
one and one-half inches thick, which 
was guaranteed to last for five years. 
As a matter of fact, they say, it has 
been in use almost ten years. The con- 
crete base is said to be in good condi- 
tion, and the only improvement called 
for is the recovering of the pavement 
with asphalt. 

It has been generally reported that

MRS. MILAM WINS, 


JESSE HUNTER FAILS TO RECOVER 
HIS PROPERTY. 


—— 


Superior Judge M. T. Allen Decides 
That Milam,Although Now Alive, 
Was Dead as Caesar Thirty 
Years Ago. 


Superior Judge M. T. Allen handed 
down an opinion yesterday in the case 
of Jesse Hunter against Jane Eliza- 
beth Milam, which decided the suit 
in the defendant's favor. 

This was an action by which Hunter 
sought to set aside two conveyances, 
both of which relate to a piece of 
property on Broadway, next to that on 
which stands the Broadway Methodist 
Church, which was averred in th 
complaint to be ef the value of $50,000. 
The testimony elicited upon the trial 
established the following facts: 

In the spring of 1858, the defendant 
married Milam, with whom she lived 
but ten days as his wife, when she, 
at the instance of her parents, deserted 
him and went to the Territory of 
Utah. During her absence Milam went 
to Santa Cruz county, where he re- 
mained two or three years, thereafter 
going to Wyoming and thence to the 
State of Washington, where he now 
resides, and where he has resided for 
more than twenty years, never having 
instituted proceedings for divorce 
against his wife. Mrs. Milam, upon 
her return from Utah in December of 
1858, learned that Milam was living in 
Santa Cruz county, but made no effort 
at reconciliation, ard in 1862 married 
Hunter. Before her second marriagé 
she told Hunter that she was a widow; 
that she thought her husband dead, 
and Hunter. so believed'at the date of 
their marriage. 

Mrs. Milam had no reason to believe 
Milam dead, when she made such 
representations. Neither of the parties, 
at the date of the last-named miarriage, 
possessed any property of consequence. 
In 1877, Mrs. Milam received $600 from 
the sale of certain. premises given her 
by her father, and in 1878, by tfe death 
of Hunter’s father, he acquired, by 
descent, the premises described in the 
complaint. These premises, while 
now worth the amount alleged in the 
complaint, to-wit, $50,000, were not then 
worth in excess of $7500. After the mar: 
Triage, and prier to December, 1878, the 
parties acquired, by purchase, and as 
the proceeds of Hunter’s earnings, a. 
certain tract of land in this county, 
worth about, $4000, the above items con- 
stituting all of the estate at that 
time owned by either or both. 

In December of 1878, Hunter was 
afflicted with a sore on his person, 
which his wife told “him the family 
physician had pronounced a cancer. 
and incurable, and which would result 
in his early demise. She suggested to 
him that, by reason of ill-feeling be- 
tween herself and certain of Hunter’s 


in her name, to protect -her in the 
event of death. It was thereupon 
agreed between them that the premises 
in dispute should be put in her name. 
As soon as Hunter was able to travel, 
he came to Los Angeles, caused a. con- 
veyance to be made of the premises to 
his wife, which conveyance recites that 
it is upon the consideration of $1. naid 
of the separate estate of Mrs. Milam. 
and by the terms of which she was to 
have and hold the same as her geparate 
property and estate. By this convey- 
ance Hunter transferred to his wife al! 
of his separate estate, except about 
$1200, which wes afterward used in 
connection with the $600 belonging to 
Mrs. Milam in the improvement of this 
pronerty conveyed to her. 

Soon after the execution of this deed, 
they moved upon the premises de- 
scribed in the complaint as their home. 
and continued to ccupy tohe same as 
a family residence until 1883, when the 
woman notified Hunter that she had 
information indicating that her hus- 
band, Milam, was alive. Actine upon 
this information. they senarated. and 
never thereafter lived together as hus- 
band and wife. About the time of 
this separation. in order to provide a 
maintenance for her during her life. 
both partes believing that Milam’s ex- 
istence rendered void their marriace. 
and that the conveyance thereto‘ore 
made to her was wthout consideration 
and void. and unon the faith of an 
agreement of Mrs. Milan that she 
would destroy the former deed, as both 
parties believing that such destruction 
of the deed would reinvest Hunter with 
the title to the premises, Hunter exe- 
cuted the second conveyance set out 
in the complaint, by which he conveyed 
to Mrs. Milan a life-estate in the prem- 


ises described in the complaint, to- 
gether with the fee-simple, in /the 
event of her surviving him. Under 


this deed she claimed to hold said 
premises until February 16, 1892, since 
which date she has asserted the legal 
title thereto under the first convey- 
ance. 

Afterward Mrs. Milan instituted a 
suit for divorce against her husband 
Milam, and a decree was regularly en- 
tered. Shortly before April 5, 1893, 
Hunter instituted an action in the Su- 
perior Court of this county against 
her for the annuliment of the marriage 
between them upon the ground that 
she had another husband living at the 
time of his marriage. On June 14, 1893. 
the court found that Milam was dead 
at the time of the marriage betweer 
Hunter and Mrs. Milam and that there 
was no impediment to the marriage, and 
that Hunter and Mrs. Milam were 
legally married on July 3, 1862, and ever 
since have been and are husband and 


wife. After this judgment, Hunter dis- 


covered the whereabouts of Milam, and 
he testified as a witness in this case. 
The prayer of the complaint was that 


both deeds be set aside, and annulled, 
as having been procured by fraud and 


family, he ought to put some property 


+ 


under mistake of fact, and that Hun- 
ter’s title to the premises in dispute 
be quieted as against Mrs. Milam. In 
deciding the case Judge Allen remarks 
were as follows: 

“The rights of these parties under 
these deeds are largely dependent upon 
the determination by the court as to 
their marital relation. The contention 
of Mrs. Milam that tHe judgment roll in 
Hunter vs. Milam is res judiqm upon 
the question of this marital relation 
should therefore first be determined, for 
upon the determination of that ques- 
tion the rights of the parties largely 
depend. If Hunter is not estopped by 
the judgment in that case to deny the 
validity of the marriage with Mrs. 
Milam, this court would have no hesi- 
tancy. from the testimony, in holding 
that such marriage was void, for the 
reason that the woman, when she 
entered the marriage relation with 
Hunter, had another husband living, 
whom she did not belleve to be dead, 
who was not reputed to be dead, and 
whom she had no reason to believe to 
be dead. and from whom she was not 
divorced. The deed of 1878 was pro- 
cured to be executed when Hunter be- 
lieved the marriage was valid, and by 
fraud and concealment upon the part of 
the wife, not only as to her actual 
knowledge of the invalidity of such 
marriage, but by her fraudulent prac- 
tices in connection therewith. 

“Upon the other hand, Hunter, at a 
time when he had not at hand the 
testimonv to support his claim, 
elected to submit to a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction the question of the 
legality of this marriage, and, by rea- 
son of failure to produce proper testi- 
mony, this court was led into the error 
of finding facts which did not exist, 
notably, that Milam was dead at the 
time of the marriage to Hunter, and 
that no impediment then existed to the 
marriage. The record introduéed in 
evidence shows that such finding of 
fact was actually made by the court in 
that case. and we are now confronted 
with a judgment, importing absolute 
verity, based upon findings which de- 
termine a man dead who is now a liv- 
ing witness before the court, and a 
marriage to be valid which was void 
in law and in morals. 

“The almost unbroken line of author- 
ity in this country and in England is 
to the effect that the former judgment 
of a court has jurisdiction over the 
subject matter and the parties, is a 
bar to a second suit upon the same 
cause of action between the same 
parties, or those claiming under them, 
and such judgment is conclusive upon 
any question directly involved in the 
suit. and upon which it depended, al- 
though the subject matter of the second 
suit might be different. Applying this 
“rule to the case at bar, we find that 
in the first suit of Hunter vs. Milam 
the question raised by the pleadings 
and the matter as determined by the 
findings, were as to the validity of the 
marriage between Hunter and M33, 
Milam. Involved in this was neces- 
sarily the existence or non-existence of 
Milam at the date of such marriage. 
These matters were directly involved, 
and that suit depended upon the deter- 
mination of the fact of Milam’s death, 
and whether or not any impediments 
existed at the date of the marriage be- 
tween Hunter and Mrs. Milam. Those 
questions were judicially determined 
against Hunter in that suit, and in our 
*pinion such determination, in this pro- 
ceeding, estops him to deny the valid- 
itv of such marriage.” 

After quoting a New York decision in 
support of this contention, Judge Allen 
Says: 

“Ifp then, we are right in our applica- 
tion of this rule to the case at bar, 
the deed of 1878 was executed by Hun- 
ter to Mrs. Milam when she was his 
lawful wife. Hunter’s relief, under the 
allegations of the pleadings, must de- 
pend upon the right to set aside the 
deed; for the fraud practiced in its 
procurement. This fraud was as to the 
false statement made to Hunter by 
Mrs. Milam in relation to the physi- 
cian’s report upon his physical con- 
dition, yet, when his early and sure 
recovery made it evident to him that 
these conditions did not exist, and al- 
though the physician represented as 
making the statement lived in his vi- 
cinity, he does not appear to have 
made any effort to discover the truth, 
but for more than ten years suffered 
the legal title and exclusive nossession 
to remain in Mrs. Milam. That Hunter 
has been tricked and defrauded is not 
to be gainsaid, but he has, by his con- 
duct and laches, estopped ~ himself 
from obtaining that relief to which, in 
equity and good conscienc, he other- 
wise would be entitled. 

“Tf we are right in our conclusions 
as to the first deed, any decree as to 
the second would be idle, if in fact, 
Hunter has any right to maintain an 
action in relation thereto. While the 
deed of 1878 remains uncorrected, the 
whole title, legal and equitable, is pre- 
sumably in Mrs. Milam, and was in 
1884, and this second deed must be 
taken as conveying nothing, and relat- 
ing to property in which Hunter has 
no interest. In appropriate procedings, 
under proper issues, a court of equity 
might well decree Mrs. Milam a trus- 
tee for the community, and annul the 
second deed as having been executed 
under a mistake of fact as to the non- 
existence of the marital community, 
not discovered until the decision in 
Hunter vs. Milam.. But in this action 
no such relief is obtainable. A decree 
for defendant is ordered in accordance 
herewith.” 


THE LAND WAS BARREN. 


E. D. Brown Alleges That J. A. Mc- 
Carty Defrauded Him. 

E. D. Brown filed a suit yesterday 
against J. A. McCarty, in which he 
asks the court to award him damages 
in the sum of $3000. The allegations 
contained in the complaint are as fol- 
lows: 
this year, Brown and McCarty each 
owned certain tracts of real estate. The 
latter desiring to purchase from the 
former the tract owned by him, pro- 
posed to convey to him a portion of 
his (McCarty’s) land consideration 
therefor. 

Acting on McCarty’s representations 
and inducements, Brown accepted the 
proposition, and it was agreed between 
them that Brown would eell his land 
for $2800, and as consideration for such 
conveyance McCarty would convey his 
interest in a tract of land in Riverside 
county. Prior to Brown's acceptance 
of the offer, and prior to the making 
of the agreement, McCarty told Brown 
that his interest in the Riverside tract 
was worth not less than $3500; that it 
was a well-located tract, and especially 
adapted to the raising of alfalfa; that 
crops of alfalfa had recently been 
waised and grown on the tract, and 
that there were streams and springs 
of water on the land amply sufficient 
for its proper irrigation. 

As the land was at a great distance 
from Brown's place of residence, he did 
not go to see it, but took McCarty’s 
word that what he said about it was 
true. Now Brown alleges that these 
statements were false; that the tract 
of land is dry and barren; that no 
alfalfa was ever raised on it, and 
it is mt worth over $100. Brown's land, 
which he transferred to McCarty, was 
lot 37, in block B of Painter’s sub- 
division of the north portica of block P 


of the subdivided lands of J. 4H. 
‘Painter and B. F. Ball. The tract 
Brown says is worthless, which Mc- 


Carty transferred to him, contains 160 


acres. 
Brown also alleges that immediately

stranger to the former proceedings, so 
he asks that he be allowed a jude-

MONTARIOL SENT FOR. 


The Frenchman Will Be Brought to 
Los Angeles. 

Chief Deputy District Attorney Hol- 
ton was very busy yesterday afternoon 
taking depositions and preparing affi- 
davits necessary for the procurement 
of requisition papers on which to bring 
Louls Montariol from Chicaco back to 
Los Angeles. 

Montariol is the Frenchman who left 
this city for Paris, France, last Sun- 
day night and was arrested in Chicago 
on a telegram to the Chief of Police 
at that point from Sheriff John Burr. 
It is alleged that Montariol took $650 
or thereabouts in gold coin from a 
trunk belonging to a friend, one Fran- 
cois Paillac, who resides at the Pari- 
Sian Bakery on Aliso street. Paillac 
says he allowed Montariol to go to the 
trunk to get some clothing which he 
asked Paillac to lend him, and when 
the latter went to the trunk he found 
that his savings were gone. 

The officers claim to have a great 
sufficiency of evidence on which to 
cemvict Montariol of stealing the 
money. Considerable trouble was en- 
countered yesterday in making cut affi- 
davits. Justice Rossiter was sitting 
for one of the City Justices, and in or- 
der to take his affidavit one had to be 
made stating that the magistrate for 
whom he was sitting is a justice of 
the peace and another stating that he 
was taking the absent official's place. 
As County Clerk:-Newlin was ill, one 
of his deputies, George W. Varcoe, ad- 
ministered the caths. In conséquence, 
an affidavit had to be made to the effect 
that Newlin was County Clerk of this 
county, and another to the effect that 
Varcoe was his deputy. 

After the papers were prepared for 
the Governor's inspection, Under Sher- 
iff Clement started north with them 
last night. He will go to Sacramento 
and get the necessary requisition pa- 
pers, and from there to Chicago, where 
the alleged thief is under arrest. The 
telegram stating that the police had 
arrested Montariol also stated that he 
was perfectly willing to return to Los 
Angeles without making any trouble 
for the officers. ' 


THEY @CCEPTED THE MONEY. 


And Now Refuse to Make Good the 
Insurance Policy. 


Judge Allen rendered a decision yes- 
terday overruling the defendant's de- 
murrer in the suit of Ida Flora Ran- 
dall against the Massachusetts Life 
Association of Boston. The action was 
brought to recover $2000 on the life of 
the plaintiff's husband, Charles H. Ran- 
dall, who died not long ago at Pasa- 
dena. 

The demurrer filed by the insurance 
company stated that the failure of Ran- 
dall to pay the monthly assessments 
on his poliey on time, as such failure 
was admitted by the complaint, for- 
feited his polity. Judge Allen was evi- 
dently of the opinion that the company 
allowed Randall to believe that it had 
waived the strict terms of the contract 
in his particular case by taking his 
delinquent assessments. He says in con- 
cluding the decision on the demurrer: 

“The demurrer, admitting that the 
checks of this firm were received with- 
out question for a period of four years 
and more, that the money was re- 
ceived without reference to the delin- 
quency, the company “should be 
heard now to say that, without notice 
to the insured, it would change its 
mode of business and rely upon the 
strict letter of it’s contract. I think the 
amended complaint states a cause of 
action, and is neither ambiguous nor 
uncertain. The demurrer is overruled.”

TRANSUBSTANTIATION. 
Father Yorke Preaches the First of 
His Series of Lectures. 
> Los Angeles Theater was crowded to 
the doors and roof tast- night 
Catholics eager to hear the first of Rev. 
Patrick Yorke’s celebrated series of. 
lectures on the doctrine of transub- 
stantiation. There are three lectures 
in the course, the first dealing with the 
relations of God and man; the second, 
with evidences that Christ intends 
to remain with His followers in the 
shape of the Holy Eucharist; the third, 
with the evidences that this intention 
of Christ has been, and is being, fully 

carried out. 

Bishop Montgomery introduced the 
speaker, explaining that the lectures 
were held under the auspices of the 
Catholic Truth Society, and that their 
object was to acquaint Protestants as 
well as Catholics with the fundamental 
doctrines of the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

Father Yorke began his lecture by 
explaining that there were two series 
of doctrines in the Christian world. 
On one branch the Catholics and the 
orthodox Protestants believed very 
nearly alike, but in the other, there 
were very decided differences; Upon 
these points, he proposed to enlighten 
the world as ‘to the real belief of Ro- 
man Catholics. > 

In explaining the mystery of transub- 
stantiation, or the real presence of 
God in the Bucharist, the speaker first 
reviewed the evidences given in all 
ages of the world of the longing of 
the human soul for intimate communion 
with God. This desire was shown in 
the pagan world by the creation of 
idols, in order that every temple and 
home might have a god. All idolatry 
was simply the changing of God into 
the likeness of corrupt things. The re- 
sult of this was well nigh to destroy 
the human conception of the oneness 
of God. Only the Jews, the chosen 
people, bore the standard of truth 
through the ages. The whole history 
of Israel tends to show the presence of 
God in definite places. In the She- 
chinah over the ark of the covenant, 
the real presence of the Almighty dwelt 
in the temple of Solomon. 

As the ages rolled on, all manifes- 
tations and prophecies were fulfilled in 
the coming of Christ, who was Emanu- 
El—God with us.. After ’Christ had 
gone again to His Father, he left to his 
followers the visible presence of His 
body and blood, embodied in the con- 
secrated wine and wafers. The speaker 
Suggested that this might sound 
against reason and common-sense, but 
urged that it was no harder to believe 
than the incarnation itself.

THE STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


ELECTION OF STANDING COMMITTEE 
AND MISSIONARY BOARD. 


H. T. Lee Reappointed as Chancellor. 
Re-election of Other Officers. 
Good Samaritan Hospital. 
Scripture Reading. 


The second day of the Diocesan Con- 
vention was opened yesterdav morning 
at St. Paul’s, with morning prayer by 
Rev. Henry J. Camp of Murrietta and 
the Rev. Edmond Walters of Escondido. 
Adjournment was then made to the 
guild hall, where the secretary read 
the minutes of the preceeding day. 

The first business to be taken up 
was the report of the Board of Mis- 
sions, read by the Rev. W. B. Burrows, 
stating, that, since the last conven- 
tion, fourteen meetings of the board 
had been held; 17 missionaries had held 
services at 30 points during the year; 
the communicants had numbered 761; 
the baptisms, 89, marriages, 22, burials 
87, public services 1546, celebrations of 
holy communion 414; receipts of mis- 
sions, $9090.81; add receipts of board, 
$2814.78, total $11,905.59; expenditures of 
missions, $8941.99; add expenditures of 
the board, $2639.92, total $11,581.91. 

The supplementary report of the 
Board of Missions, also read by Rev. 
Mr. Burrows, contained the following 
resolution, taken from a letter of the 
domestic and foreign missionary s0- 
ciety, written.in response to one from 
the bishop, suggesting that some pl 
be presented before the canvention: 

‘Resolved, that the bishop and conven- 
tion or cdOnvocation of each diocese and 
‘missionary distriet be requested to con- 
stitute, in such manner. as they think 
_.best, an auxiliary board of general mis- 
sions to act in behalf of this board, 
within their own limits, and whose duty 
it shall be in the behalf of their respec- 
tive diocesan district, to notify this 
board before the annual appropriations, 
what sum they expect and will en- 
deavor to contribute for the next fiscal 
year.” 

The committee’s resolution in re- 
sponse was as follows: 

“That the resolution of the domestic 
and foreign missionary society herein 
contained be complied with and that the 
Board of Missions of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles is hereby constituted for this 
diocese an auxiliary board of general 


} missions fér the purposes outlined in 


the above-mentioned resolution.” 

The report clesed with recommenda- 
tions and suggestions for special ar- 
rangements for the raising of the neces- 
sary funds. | 

‘“" The report of the Finance Commit- 
tee, read by J. Bakewell Phillips, stated 
that of the assesments for the last year 
pon the parishes and missions, but 

242 remained unpaid, and the amount 
would probably be forthcoming before 
the Committee on Credentials should 
have completed its work. Further 
than that the obligations of. the dio- 
cese and of the mission board are fully 
met. The total amount to be raised for 
dioeesan expenses and convention fund 
for the coming year was reported to 
be $3500. The report closed with a list 
of the assessments of the different par- 
ishes and missions and the pledges 
of individuals. 

The report of the Committee on 
Canons, read by the Rev. J. D. Easter, 
D.D., stated that the matters referred 
to the committee were: First, a reso- 
lution offered by Rev. Dr. Trew, enlarg- 
ing the Canonical Committee on Chris- 
tian Education, by the addition of one 
more 
duties the consideration of Sunday- 
school work. The committee was..em-. 
powered to sit during the interval be- 
tween two conventions, and to make 
such recommendations" as would tend 
to increase the efficiency of the Sunday- 
schools of the - diocese. This was 
adopted by the convention. Second, 
an inquiry by Rev. Mr. Gray concerning 
the effect of certain legislation by 
the Legislature of 1897 on the relation 
of canon law to civil law. The com- 
mittee reported that the effect of this 
legislation was uncertain. The matter 
was laid on the table. Third, a pro- 
posed canon on the duties of vestries, 
offered by Rev. Dr. Dotten, was re- 
ported to be inexpedient, and the pro- 
posed canon was rejected by the con- 
vention. 

A resolution, offered by Rev. Dr. Eas- 
ter, that there should be added to the 
qualifications of vestrymen the words 
“who shall be communicants of the 
church in the parish which shall elect 
them,’’ was referred to the Committee 
on Canons. 

Rev. J. D. H. Browne dwelt at some 
length on the importance of Sunday- 
schools and the special attention that 
should be paid them, and a discussion 
followed as to the best means to jn- 
crease their efficiency. 

The revort of the treasurer of the 
Missionary Committee was read by 
George W. Parsons, and accepted by the 
convention. The report stated the re- 
ceipts from the parishés and missions 
to be follows: Pledges of missions, 
$4337.71; offerings, $1715.13; summary of 
collections, offerings, etc., with the 
balance on hand of $355.65, total re- 
ceipts, $7963.49. The disbursements 
amounted to $7046.29, of which $2639.92 
for appropriation toward support of 
the missionaries, leaving $917.20 as bal- 
ance on hand. 

The resolution offered on Wednesday 
by Dr. Dotten, affecting Title II, canon 
4, sec. 86, Was brought up again, voted 
on and lost. 

The report of the special committee 
on the Episcopal endownment fund, 
read by Rev. Mr. Restarich, recom- 
mended special efforts toward the in- 
creasing of the fund. The report was 
received and placed on file., 

The report of the Committee on the 
Division of the Funds of the Undivided 
Diocese, read by the Rev. Dr. A. G. 
L. Trew, stated that three of the funds 
had been divided -and the following 
amounts received: Episcopal endow- 
ment fund, $434.84; widows’ and or- 

hans’ fund, - $1162.69; disabled clergy 

und, $5972.94; total $7570.47. Dr. Trew 
moved that the Committee on the East- 
man Education Fund be continued and 
empowered to make final settlement. 

Rev. Mr. Burrows made an amend- 
ment, which was carried, that the com- 
mittee be continued to report to the 
next convention.

SOUTHERN CALTORNIA 


Crops and Markets. 

The weather during the past week 
as been quite cool along the coast, 
with a considerable amount of fog 
ornings and evenings. This has in- 
erfered with bean planting, but other- 
wise the weather conditions have been 
Pavorable to crops. Hay-cutting con- 
inues. The crop is not as large as was 
bxpected earlier in the season. Fruits 
ook well, excepting prunes, which 
ave been dropping largely. Apricots 
bromise to be a large crop. Ranchers 
n most sections of the interior have 
beased to look for rain, and are busy 
with irrigating. 

It is estimated that, unless some 
nforseen calamity should happen, the 
prange crop of the coming season will 
amount to fully 12,000 carloads. It 
s ecarcely necessary to say that this 
will necessitate much care and judg- 
ment in marketing the crop. 

The lemon crop is also likely to be 
eavy during the coming year. The 
rop of the past season is estimated at 
ot less than one thousand _carloads, 
ef the crop of 1897-98 will doubtless 
jarger. 
t is estimated that the crop of apri- 
‘ots and peaches in Southern Califor- 
iia will be close to an average. As to 
he olive crop, before risking an esti- 
mate as to how it will turn out, it will 
»e necessary to obtain authentic news 
‘rom the Pomona country, in regard 
o the amount of damage that has 
yeen done there by the olive worm. 
The reports from the walnut-grow- 
ng sections of Rivera and Los Nietos 
state that the hard-shell crop will be 
ery short this year, some estimating 
hat there will not be one-fifth of last 
ear’s yield. The soft-shell crop prom- 
ses to be fair.

It is unnecessary to point out the 
anger to the horticultural inawetfy of 
his county which arises from such a 
ondition of affairs. In the first place, 
utside purchasers will refuse to buy 
ursery stock coming from a county 
there such loose methods prevail. 
‘hen; again, we may reasonably ex- 
ect that under such a system all 
inds of pests will begin to make rapid 
eadway in our orchards. 
The situation is a grave one, and 
alls for immediate action on part of 
he fruit-growers of this county. 


The Riverside Fruit Exchange. 
Referring to the withdrawal of the 
tiverside Exchange from the Southern 
‘alifornia Exchange, the Riverside cor- 
espondent of a local contemporary 
ivs: 

“In discussing the withdrawal of the 
civ ide Exchange from the -general 
«the opinion is expressed 
pa: e action: was the result of dissat- 
siaction with the management of the 
‘eneral officers, and a condition of the 
rganization which made it possible for 
ertain organizations to exert control 
eyond all proportion to the fruit repre- 

presented. In other words, the repre- 
entation on the general board was in-

equitable, enabling several small ex- 
changes to combine and manipulate 
affairs to the detriment of Riverside in- 
terests.” 

The officials of the Southern Califor- 
nia exchange say that whenever there 
is any dissatisfaction, the rules of the 
exchange permit any local exchange to 
call a meeting, in which they would 
have votes according to the quantity of 
fruit shipped. Riverside has never 
taken such action. 

The Riverside Exchange broke away 
last December from the main organiza- 
tion, and has been kicking, more or 
less, ever since. The fact is, as The 
Times has previously pointed out, that 
some of the good people of Riverside 
who are engaged in the orange-growing 
business are still living in the days 
when Riverside had a practical monop- 
oly of the industry in California. They 
are inclined, at times, to be a little too 
“bumptious” and self-assertive, and ap- 
parently entertain the idea that the 
sun rises and sets somewhere in the 
neighborhood of the Arlington Hotel. 
Other orange-growing sections have 
come to the front during the past few 
years, at least one of which produces 
fruit that brings a higher price in the 
markets of the country than Riverside 
fruit. It would be well for the River- 
siders to recognize these facts. 

Meantime, should Riverside break 
away from the exchange and paddle its 
own canoe during the coming season, it 
is quite likely that the growers of that 
section will regret the step.» There will 
probably be from ten to twelve shou- 
sand of boxes of oranges to market the 
coming season, and it will take a large 
amount of experience, skill and enter- 
prise to secure good prices for this 
great quantity of fruit. Whatever 
criticism there may be of the exchange, 
it cannot¢be denied that it has suc- 
ceeded in introducing order where 
chaos previously reigned, and has 
foreed eastern dealers to pay cash for 
‘fruit which*they formerly took on com- 
mission, at the risk of the shipper. 

The Riverside people would do well to 
think this question over before they 
finally decide to cut loose from the ex- 
change. With the big crop and a fight 
for markets between California locali- 
ties, there can be only one result to the 
growers, and with the experience of the 
past few vears as their guide, the 
growers can easily guess what this re- 
sult is likely to be.

Remedy for the Olive Worm, 
Writing in regard to the method of 
fighting the worm which has been at- 


‘a citizen of that place says: 


“It develops that too great pains ean- 
-not be taken to spray, not only early, 
but with the best and purest Paris 
green obtainable. One who makes that 
his business here employs one-fourth 
of one pound of paris green to each 
fifty gallons of water, adding lime to 
protect the leaves. His work appears 
to have resulted favorably. Others 
using one-half a pound to forty gal- 
have. effected 
no material depletion of anything but 
their pocketbooks, and are now repeat- 
ing the process,” presumably with 
stronger polison.”’ 

The Pomona Times has the follow- 
ing on this subject: 


“This pest is not so alarming as it 
was a week ago—in fact, has done but 
little damage as a whole, though it 
has appeared in many places. Alfred 
Wright's olive orchard just east of 
| we was attacked in force, and he 
feared sweeping destruction, but he at- 
tacked them with a cotmbination of 
| six ounces of Paris green and fifty gal- 
lons of water, and this killed the worms 
and didn’t injure the trees. He tied 
the proportion of four ounces of the 
green to fifty gallons of water with im- 
perfect effect, so increased the former 
as stated, and found it perfectly ef- 
fective. The worms climbed other 
trees, but only damaged the olive. About 
half the olive trees were stripped 


clean, but the foliagé of the other half 
will be saved in good condition. Some 
damage has been done here, and there 
throughout the valley, mostly to vine- 
yards, olive trees and alfalfa, but we 


to amount to much.” 


Lemons Without Irrigation. 

The Fruitman’s Guide publishes the 
following: 

“A report comes from California of 
the successful experiment. of develop- 
ing lemon trees without irrigation. Sev- 
enty-five of these were set out on a 
ranch near San Diego, none of them 
having received any water since the 
time they were put into the grownd, 
and, although only two years old, some 
of the trees are bearing fine lemons 
this season.” 

Further particulars will be looked 
for before this report receives much 
credence in Southern California. Mean- 
time, it would be well for those who 
are thinking of planting out lemon 
trees to be sure that they have a suffi- 
cient water supply for irrigation. 


Fickle Farmers, 

It is announced that a good many 
owners of prune orchards in Southern 
California have begun the work of 
pulling them up, in order to plant or- 
anges. This is the way it goes in Cali- 
fornia. The same sort of foolishness 
has been carried on ever since the 
early gold seekers discovered, to their 
surprise, that wheat could be raised 
in the State. The fashion of planting 
has changed, just like the fashion of 
bonnets. Whenever there was, a big 
demand for any particular crop, and 
high prices prevailed, every one who 
could beg, borrow or buy seed, or 
young trees, would plant that crop, the 
result, of course, being that the market 
would soon be glutted, and prices down 
to next to "nothing. Then the disgusted 
farmer would start in with something 
else, and so it has gone on, with few 


exceptions. Yet California farmers 
growl because they cannot make 
money. 


* Just because prurfes have been of 
late down to an unreasonably low price, 
and because this year the crop has 
been dropping from the trees in an ex- 
ceptional manner, they are pulling up 
their trees and planting something else. 
Next season, if we should have about 
twelve thousand carloads of oranges 
to sell, as appears to be probable, and 
if the growers should refuse to continue 
to codéperate, as is not improbable, and 


~ 


if prunes should bring a high price in 
the market, as ‘is not unlikely, these 
same friut-growers will be kicking 
themselvés, and wishing they had 
their prune trees back. 


California Tobacco. 

It looks as if tobacco in California 
would soon become more than an ex- 
periment. According to the Downey 
Champion, that section is deep into 
the business. The tobacco company at 
that place has enough plants to set out 
100 acres. They are receiving orders 
for plants from Riverside, Orange and 
San Diego counties, at 15 cents per 
100. The plants will be ready to set 
out in a few days and are the arliest 
plants now growing in California. Su- 
matra tobacco, which grows well there, 
will be worth $3.50 per pound. 


The Coming Orange Crop. 

It is generally believed that the ex- 
changes will handle most of the coming 
orange crop for the reason that grow- 
ers now expect the largest crop that 
has ever been raised in Southern Cal- 
ifornia. Such being the case, it is evi- 
dent that to rush the crop to market 
indiscriminently would mean loss to 
the growers. As the Ontario Record 
observes, concentration and judicious 
shipment will be essential to any profit, 


and this can only be done through the 
exchanges. 


Fruit-growers’ Convention. 

The State Board of Horticulture has 
fixed upon Sacramento as the place 
for holding the Fruit Growers’ Conven- 
tion next autumn. In the mean time, 
there will be’ a July meeting some- 
where in Southern California. In re- 
sponse to a communication from F. M. 
Righter of Cambell, the board ap- 
pointed a committee consisting of F. 
M. Righter, B. F. Walton of Cambell, 
John E. Boal of National City and an- 
other member to be named to consider 


and report as to the “marketing of 
fruits.’’ 


A Good Farm Paper. 


The May issue of that carefully- 
edited and compact monthly, the Cali- 
fornia Cultivator, is a specially inter- 
esting one. In addition to the usual 
complete department on poultry cul- 
ture, the number contains a full report 
of the meeting of the Pomological So- 
ciety of Southern Calfftrnia, also an 
article on fighting insect pests, by

The Poultry Business. 

[Pacific Rural Press:] We have had 
many interesting facts and figures in 
the chicken line of late, and we hope 
the public is coming to rate the busi- 
ness at something like its true value. 
The Country Gentleman gives some 
‘Statistics which introduce factors not 
previously noted in the Rural. It shows 
that the poultry industry is having a 
large development, and never has been 
pursued with so much system and en- 
terprise as at present. The egg pro- 
duction is enormous and profitable. 
Since 1890 they have been dutiable, first 
at 5 cents per dozen, now at 3 cents, and 
little more than a twentieth of former 
imports are received, yet over $28,000 
was paid as duties last year. The prod- 
uct has more than doubled since 1870. 
The imports of last year averaged 9.36 
eents. per dozen, -947,132 dozen—589,657 
coming from Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick -at<about 10 cents,’ 213,655 
from Ontari6 and Quebec at about 11 
-cemts, while 136;189 came from China 
and Hongkong to San Francisco, for the 
use-of.Chinamen, at about 3 1-3 cents, 
But we also export eggs, 328,485 dozen 
at 14.7 cents, or near 50 per cent. higher 
than imports, or, aside from China eggs, 
fully 3 cents more than Canada eggs—a 
difference equal to the rate of duty. 
Two-thirds of these exports go to Brit- 
ish Columbia, and most of the remain- 
der to Mexico; a few to Bermuda, Cuba, 
South America and British Africa. 
Prices in eastern markets are nearly as 
high as five years ago. 


W. H. Vann, of Humboldt county, in 
reply to letters from St. Helena, where 
a creamery ‘is proposed, says that 
creameries will pay well if they can 
get about five tons of milk a -day, 
which requires about four hundred 
cows. If they cannot get about this 
number of cows, they had better let 
it alone, unless they can find and are 
ready to employ a first-class up-to-date 
experienced creamery butter-maker. In 
any case, he advises the farmers to 
avoid “creamery sharks” and buy their 
own machinery for cash after due in- 
vestigation. 


North ‘Dakota requires all live stock 
shipped through that State to be ac- 
companied by a certificate of health 
‘from the State veterinarian of the State 
from which they came. In the ab- 


ject to detention, and local inspection 
at a very heavy expense to the shipper: 
The inspection fees are: For horses or 
mules, $1 per head; for cattlé, 15 dents, 
for sheep, 5 cents. There is, of 
course, the cost of unloading and feed- 
ing, unless the inspection takes place 
at a regular feeding station. The law 
applies equally to cattle driven In, and 
is supposed to be principally designed 
to keep the use of the ranges of the 
State confined to its inhabitants.

The farmers of California have a lit- 
tle more than thirty-one months to get 
ready for the new wide-tire law, which 
takés effect én January 1, 1900. The 
requirements are: For 1%-inch iron 
axle, 3-inch tire; 2%-inch axle, 3'-inch 
tire; 2%-inch axle, 4-inch tire; 2%-inch 


axle, 4%-inch tire; 2%-inch axle, 65-inch | 


tire; 3 or 3%-inch axle, 5%-inch ‘tire; 
4-inch axle or larger, 6-inch tire. For 
thimble skeins and steel axles, see law. 
Penalty for each time smaller tires 
are used on road, $25 to $500 fine, or go 
to jail. 


CONSPIRACY WITH A PLUMBER. 


Stealing Lead Pipe on an Extensive 
Scale. 

The casual observer of the case can- 
not avoid grave suspicion that it must 
have been conspiracy with a plumber 
which led William Henderson, Ben 
White and William Scanlon to engage 
in the business of stealing lead pipe 
from houses. The three boys, were 
yesterday examined by Justice Morri- 
son on a charge of burglary, and held 
for trial with bonds fixed at $1500 each. 

The youthful thieves, it is aileged, 
supplied themselves with files and a 
skeleton key, and then went out on a 
search for vacant houses. With the 
aid of the key, they entered a house at 
No. 314 East Second street. With 
their files, they cut out all the lead 
pipe they could find, intending to sell 
it, and have a carouse on the preceeds. 
All the lead pipe they_could secure in 
one house would not net them more 
than 20 cents, but to have the damage 
repaired by a plumber could not be 
done for less than $10. 

Deputy Constable Mugnemi caught 
the thieves in the act and placed them 
under arrest. It is charged that their 
dealings in lead pipe have been extefi- 
sive, and that their operations have 
caused the plumber’s trade to experi- 
ence an unprecedented increase of ac- 
tivity. But now the end has come, and 
the trio will be tried for burglary. 
Mugnemi grins contentedly, and says 
he had a lead-pipe cinch on them. 


VILLAINOUS COUNTY ROADS. 


Expert Wheelmen from the North 
Will Travel Home by Rail. 

Ed A. Kolb, the famous wrestler of 
the Olympic Club, San Francisco, for 
many years leader of athletics for that 
organization, arrived in Los Angeles 
yesterday ona bicycle. Mr. Kolb was 
accompanied by his friend, Frank W. 
Merrill, of Upton Bros. & Co., San 
Francisco printers, a wheelman of con- 
siderable reputaion. 

The two left Fruitvale, a suburb of 
the metropolis, at noon on Friday last 
and struck the city limits here at 9:30 
a.m. yesterday. The trip was unevent- 
ful, but both riders have some emphatic 
opinions to express under the head of 
country roads. They declare that the 
public highways from end to end of the 
State are very bad. In many instances 
they had to carry their wheels for miles, 
the condition of the rcad being such that 
it was impossible to prope] ‘them. In 
“spots,” of course, the way. was smooth 
enough, but as a whole, it was villain- 
ous.

KILLED IN MEXICO. 


Death of William <A. Duna 
Railroad Wreck. 


. William .A.- Dunn, formerly a 


ductor on the Southern California Rail- 
way, and more recently foreman un- 
der the Los Angeles Superintendent 
of Streets, was killed Wednesday in a 
railroad accident at Chihuahua, Mex. 

Mr. Dunn went to Mexico on March 
11, only two months ago. He began 
working for the. Mexican Central Rail- 
way on March 17. Wednesday night at 
11:30 his family, at their home, No. 
420 South Fremont street, in this city, 
were -awakened by a messenger boy, 
who carried a telegram announcing 
that Mr. Dunn had been injured in a 
wreck, and that he would probably die 
before morning. Yesterday came a 
telegram saying that he was dead. 
Only the most meager particulars have 
reached the city. A letter will arrive 
in‘’a day or two, and then the family 
will know the details of how he came 
to his death. 

Mr. Dunn leaves a widow and three 
daughters, the little girls are aged 8, 
7 and 6, respectively. He himself was 
a man of 42. He had spent most of 
his life in the railway business. 


A Cripple in a Fight. 

Charles Bond, the cripple, thought 
he could take advantage of his own 
weakness in his dealings with other 
people, but found that he must observe 
the law, even if he is lame.

COMMERCIAL. 

GOOD PRICES FOR ORANGES. A. 
Jacoby has received from a broker of 
New York a catalogue of a sale of 
second-grade navel oranges, sold on 
May 10 at an average price of $4.57 per 
box. The car contained seventy boxes of 
seedlings, and the total selling price 
amounted to $1384 gross. Another cata- 
logue of a sale of seedlings shows an 
average price of $3.17 per box. 

As the broker remarks, these figures 
indicate an exceedingly good condition 
of the orange market. He adds that 
the extra-good price was also partly 
due to the effort which he made in pre- 
paring the sale, and tn sending out to 
the fancy-fruit trade of the East a 
large number of personal letters notify- 
ing them of the coming sale. The broker 
adds that the outlook is very favorable 
for good prices to continue, if ship- 


ments and; receipts of oranges are 
not too heavy. 
LEATHER TO ADVANCE. The 


Chicago Times-Herald recently pub- 
lished an interesting article on the 
leather market, and the outlook for the 
immediate future, in which it showed 
that hides have advanced 20 to 47% 
= cent. within the past sixty days. 

eather is slowly but surely following 
in the same direction, and the wearer 
of boots and shoes will undoubtedly 
have to pay a dollar or two a pair more 
next summer in order to be sure that 
he is wearing the quality to which he 
has become accustomed. 

Many tanners have withdrawn their 
quotations on leather, ani sent notifi- 
cation of the fact to the trade. The 
manufacturers of boots and shoes are 
placed in a peculiarly unenviable po- 
sition, as their spring and summer 
samples had been made up, their men 
had gone on the road with them, and 
prices for next season had therefore 
been established before the advance in 
hides took place. The only thing for 
them to do now, in order to come out 
whole on their trade, is to cheapen the 
quality of their stock. 

Referring to the cause for this condi- 
tion of affairs, the Times-Herald says: 

“This condition is not due to the 
machinations of the leather trust, as 
the varieties of hides and leather which 
are entirely outside of the trust’s line 
have advanced most. The iinprove- 
ment is largely due to the iv.creased 
slaughter of cattle in the United States 
and South America, but more particu- 
larly to the decreased slaughter in Chi- 
cago and other western points. 

“The popular belief that the extermi- 
nation of the street-car horse has de- 
creased the demand for leather is a 
fallacy, as the lessened demand be- 
cause people walk less is more than 
made up by the straps inside of the 
larger number of cars in use and the 
belting on the dynamo which propels 
them. Added to this is the enormous 
demand for bicycle saddiesa and tool 
bags, for belting en the large number 
of small, high-speed electrical engines 
used by manufacturers and the in- 
creased use for upholstering of hotel, 
office and club furniture. <A more im- 


portant increase than ony other, how- 


ever, comes from the introduction of 
tan-colored shoes, which forced retail- 
ers to keep duplicate stocks. 3 

“According to specialists on the sub- 
ject, leather holds a most urique po- 
sition in the world of stapies, Itis a 
bloated monopolist, as nothing can he 
substituted for it. In this it is unlike 
any of the fabrics, or, in fact, almcst 
anything else. The wearer of silk can 
substitute wool or cotton, the con- 
sumer of pork can substitute beef or 
mutton. The wearer of boots and shoes 
has no such alternative. He can wear 
leather or—leather. 

“Another thing that is inexplicable to 
the layman is the fact that the supply 
of hides has nothing at all to do with 
the demand for leather, though it has 
everything to do with the demand for 
beef. Hides are simply a by-product 
of the beef industry, hence their pres- 
ent scarcity. 

“Chicago beef raen last year took off 
only 1,792,000 hides, against 2,042,000 in 
1894 and 2,450,000 in 1892. The salader- 
ios of South America will this season 
take off 500,000 fewer hides than last 
season. 

“Over a year ago the leather trust 
discerned the decline in the cattle- 
raising and beef industry in this coun- 
try, and thought it had figured out 
that leather was certain to advance 
enormously. It bought hides without 
limit and with a great blare of trum- 

ets. It afterward discovered that 

ost of its purchases h.id heen made at 
top prices, which its tactics had caused. 
The result was a collapse. The specu- 
lation, thouga feunded on legitimate 
conditions, was undertaken too soon, 
After the liquidution of the trust's 
holdings prices in August of this year 
reached the lowest price in years, the 
result of the inability of the tanners to 
borrow money for the manufacture. of 
leather. Duriug this period many 
thousands of hides taken of in Chi- 
cago were exported, as the trust was 
as badly afflicted financially as any- 
body, and could not pay the low prices 
then prevailing. Since then the home 
scarcity has become acute, and the 
hides from which upper leather is 
made advanced from 6% to 9 cents a 
pound. 

“Practically all the shoe factories 
have a very large supply of leather on 
hand, and it will be impossible for 
them to supply their wants on the 
basis of prices which they had been 
quoting to retail boot and shoe dealers. 
Meanwhile, the indications, are numer- 
ous that priees, both of hides and 
leather, will advance still further, as 


—jthere is no sign of a material increase 


in the kill of beef at the points of 
original supply.”

A dispatch from New Orleans an- 
nounces that the Arbuckles have 
chosen that city as a field to fight 
the sugar trust, for having entered the 
coffee-roasting business.

A RICH GOLD STRIKE. Reports 
continue to come to hand of rich 
strikes on the old mother lode, which 
many, even expert miners, until 


' within the past year or two, consid-

From present appearances it seems 
that these suppositions have been very 
far from the mark. A revival is now 
In progress in the old mining counties 
that promises before long to com- 
pletely transform that region, and to 
add very materially to the wealth ef 
the State. 

One of the latest rich finds in that 
section is in the well-known Gwin 
mine, in Calaveras county,,where a

The early weakness was 
mainly due to Thoman’s crop report, which 
placed the prospective crop at 530,000,000 
bushels, including 310,000,000 of winter and 
22,000,000 of spring, making the aggregate 
over 60,000,000 bushels more than last year. 
Minneapolis and Duluth received 486 carloads, 
against 274 the corresponding day of last year. 
Hessian flies were reported thick in the 
Michigan wheatfields and chinch-bugs in the 
young barley in Minnsota. Reports of this 
kind have been received before, but came 
from all quarters of these States today. Not 
the least of the bullish influences was the 
advancing Liverpoo! market. July gradually 
rose to 72 and closed with bidders at 71%.

GAME GOES ON. 


NO ABATEMENT OF ACTIVITY IN 
BUNCO CIRCLES. 


Diligence of Detectives Does not 
Discourage Poker Davis and the 
Other Thieves from “Doing the 
Best They Can” to Rob Strangers. 


not seem to be greatly disturbed by the 
strenuous efforts of Detectives Hawley 
and Auble to break up their business. 
Possibly these efforts have not attracted 
the attention of the gentry who “are 
doing the best they can,” for up to 


date they have spoken of Messrs. 

Hawley and Auble only in terms of 

the highest praise, and Poker Davis, 

alias Zeigler, himself gives them recom- 

detectives of the first 
r an eet gent! 

Yesterday afternoon a bunco-steerer, 
who evidently had not read the even- 
ing papers and therefore was unaware 
that the detectives were diligently en- 
deavoring to discourage the industry 
in which he is engaged, picked up a 
tourist on Spring street near the Hol- 
lenbeck and took him in tow without 
giving him time to leave his grip in 
the hotel office. The tourist was an 
innocent-looking young man with a 
very red face. He seemed to be very 
easy,” and was readily induced to 
buy drinks for the steerer. The latter 
made several bluffs at buying drinks, 
but he permitted himself to be per- 
suaded to let the red-faced young man 
pay for them. Another case of rob- 
bery in a bunco joint or stud-poker 
game may be expected today. 

A peculiar thing in connection with 
the hard work of Detectives Hawley 
and Auble to break up the organized 
gang of confidence operators and stud- 
poker dealers is the excessive modesty 
of the detectives. It pains them n 
end to have their exploits blazene 
abroad in the newspapers, and therefore 
they refrain from givivg information 
about their “breaking-up” operations, 
They have even been known to shrink 
so violently from publicity as to pre- 
tend to know nothing about cases of 
bunco robbery within an hour after 
recovering the plunder. Only a few of 
the cases worked up by the detectives 
have ever been made public, and those 
have been dug out by reporters not 
only without the assistance of the of- 
ficers but in spite of their diligent ef- 
forts to bury the facts out of sight. 
Not until two days ago was a cage of 
bunco-steering by Poker Davis made 
known to the reporters by the police, 
and the information in that case was 
given out by the Chief. 

Possibly the reticence of the indus- 
trious detectives is due to their ap- 
plication to bunco cases of the polke 
theory of burglary, viz: That fhe 
burglar does not know he has burgled 
until he reads about his operations in 
the morning paper. 

“If the red slayer thinks he slays 
“Or the slain think he is slain, * ° 
“They know not the subtle ways” 

of the Sherlock Holmeses and Lecocqas 
of Los Angeles, and are very much 
mistaken unless they haye read an ac- 
count of their doings in the daily paper, 
in which case, of course, there can be 
no doubt that they are discovered. 

It so happens that there are two 
rival gangs of confidence’ sharpers 
working the town, and several mem- 
bers of one crowd have been arrested 
for vagrancy. The other crowd has 
not been interfered with except when a 
victim -has complained loudly enough 
to compel attention, and even then no 
arrests have been made. The failure 
to secure convictions for vagrancy is 
attributed by the police to the indiffer- 
ence of the District Attorney and the 
failure of the courts to try the cases 
promptly. 

Not long ago the detectives arrested 
two men named Starr and Compton 
for vagrancy. alleging that they were 
connected with Warren King’s crowd 
of gamblers, but the evidence did not 
sustain the complaints. Compton 
showed that he had means of support 
and conducted some sort of business in 
an office for which he paid rent, and 
the court not only discharged him 
but reprimanded the officers for ar- 
resting him: This case is now cited by 
the officers to show that the courts 
will not sustain them in their efforts to 
break up the gangs. Compton denies 
all the statements concerning him made 
by the police to the evening papers, 
and declares his intention to seek legal 
redress for his arrest, which he al- 
leges was made without warrant. 

The vagrancy act does not appear to 
cover the cases of Poker Davis and 
the other thieves who infest Los An- 
geles, for all of them can show money, 
but as they commit larceny and are 
unblushing self-confessed swindlers, it 
might be possible to convict them of 
stealing and swindling. They are not 
|vagrants, but they are thieves. If 
they were Chinese, there would be no 
difficulty at all in dealing with them: 
a chief justiee in blue coat and brass 
buttons would convict and sentence 
them on suspicion and club their heads 
off. They are not Chinene domino 
players, but that is not the only reae 
son why they are not compelled to 
cease operations—there are others.

A FOURTH-STREET SALE. 

As The Times has frequently pre- 
dicted would be the case, property on 
the side streets, between Main and 
Broadway, is beginning to attract the 
attention of investors and speculators.

A sale was made during the past week 
of a lot 80 by 120 feet, 
side of Fourth street,

pany, for office purposes, as the com- 
pany is unable to keep its cars stand- 
ing for any length of time in front of 
the present office, because the Pico- 
Street cars have the right-of-way. 

WEST SEVENTH STREET. 

Another cross street that is attract- 
ing a considerable amount of atten- 
tion just now is Seventh street, which 
most real estate men admit is destined 
to be the leading east and west busi- 
ness street of the city. The proposition 
to pave the street, which has been 
agreed upon as far as Pearl street will 
be a great improvement, and will 
doubtless be followed by stiffer prices 
on this thoroughfare. At present prop- 
erty on Seventh street between Broad- 
way and Pear! is held at prices rang- 
ing all the way from $100 to $300 a 
front foot. 

WRETCHED STREETS. 


The Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association deserves the support of all 
good citizens in the effort which it is 
making to better the condition of the 
paved streets. The present Superin- 
tendent of Streets has done all in his 
power to get the Council to act in the 
matter, but so far, no attention has 
been paid to his protests. In a recent 
letter to the Council, he informed them 
that the condition of Main and Spring 
from Temple to Ninth, and of Sixth 
from Main to Pearl, 
that it would be an absolute waste of 
money to try to repair them. Then 
again, the street railway companies pay 
no attention to the repairing of the 
streets along the tracks, and-as they 
put up no deposit, it seems to be im- 
possible to make them do the work.

A GOOD MAP.

Such a map has just 
been published by Mr. Maxwell of the 
city directory. It includes a map of 
the city, With all the recently-annexed 
territory. It is about 20x24 inches in 
size, together with a map of Southern 
California on the same sheet, and is 
embellished with a fine cut of the Los 
Angeles Courthouse. This city map is 
the clearest that has yet been pub- 
lished of Los Angeles city, the names 
of the streets all being perfectly legible. 
It has been compiled from official 
sources, under the supervision of Dana 
Burks, secretary of the Street Naming 
Commission, and. shows all the 326 
changes made by the commission and 
approved by the City Council. The 
distances from the center of the city 
street-car lines are plainly shown on 
the map. There is also an index, which 
enables a person to immediately locate 
any street on the map. One of the 
good features of this map is the di- 
vision of the city into wards. The map 
will be included in the forthcoming city 
directory, anda number of copies of the 
city map will be offered for sale at a 
nominal price, in folder shape. A list 
showing the old and new names of the 
streets which have been changed will 
also be furnished with the map, which 
will be his zhiy appreciated by real estate 
men and visitors.

A BIG LAND SUIT. 

A deed recently discovered in the 
records of Chillicothe county, 9%., will 
probably be the foundation for a big 
law suit, soon to be instituted for the 
possession of 7,00,000 acres of valuable 
land, on part of which the cities of 
Minneapolis and St. Paul now stand. 

The contestants for this immense 
piece of property are California peuple, 
living at St. Helena in Napa county. 
The San Francisco Call gives the fol- 
lowing particulars cf the claim: 

“Long before the revolution of 1776 
Jonathan Carver, an Englishman, set- 
tled among the Nawdawissie Indians 
and for valuable services rendered to 
them in times of war he was given a 
grant of land. George III afterward 
caused the Indians to be driven from 
their lands, but permitted Jonathan 
Carver to keep his lands by virtue of 
a royal patent. Shortly after this Car- 
ver identified himself with the Ameri- 
can revolutionists, and they, recogniz- 
ing his value to them, also gave him 
a patent to the land. 

“This land was afterward deeded by 
Carver to Bishop Samuel Peters of 
New York, but by some oversight the 
deed was never signed by Carver and 
no record was made of it. The deed 
of gift made by the Nawdawissie In- 
dians was lost and could not be found, 
and for more than one hundred years 
the Carver heirs have — for it 
in vain. 

“Recently the much-coveted ndecd Was 
discovered in the old records. of Chilli- 
cothe .county, O. The antiquity of 
the document was noted in a newspa- 
per and reached the eyes of the pres- 
ent claimants. 

“Cc. B. Holloway of Holland, Q., and 
Oo. W. Gunn of Maumee, have visited 
Chillicothe and procured aé_e certified 
copy of the deeds which it is claimed 


will establish the title of the Carve: 
heirs to a vast tract of 7,900,0° acres of! 
land in the Northwest, covering a1 
area of 1200 miles, and on which is 
located St. Paul and Minneapolis anc 
several smaller cities. *A number o! 
railroads also traverse this territory

“The St. Helena claimants are well 
known here. They have certainly been 
discreet, as they had known of the ex- 
istence of the important deed for many 
years, but kept their counsei. 

“D. Carver, who was president of 
the Carv er National Bank in St. He- 
lena until his death, and enjoyed a 
high social and commercial rating dur- 
ing his life, had for many years ¢cm- 
ployed people in searching for the docu- 
ments which could be used in pressing 
his claim to the land. D. B. Carver's 
widow, Mrs. F. E. Robinson, now in 
the East, holds these documents, and 
with the recently-discovered deed has 
almost a certainty with which to back 
up her suit. As soon as she returns 
from the East she will begin the prose- 
eution of the suit for the land, and 
many lawyers have declared that she 
can establish her claim. 

“The local heirs are: Mrs. F. E. 
Robinson, widow of the late D. B. Car- 
ver: Mrs. Sarah Carver, Mrs. W. A. 
Bingham, wife of the present Mayor of 
St. Helena, and Mrs. D. B. Carver, 
Jr. The claimants are all people of 
considerable wealth and have the capi- 
tal to carry on the litigation.
